PARIS, June 14.—The French ship of

RISE FOR 190,000 


Orders the Increase for. Field 
Employes Paid, Though 
Appropriations Failed. 


TOTAL REACHES $26,302,767, 


Tax Refund, Also Provided For 
in Revenue Bill, Is Still 
Under Consideration.

WASHINGTON, June 14. — President 
Coolidge issued orders today making 
effective reclassification in salaries for 
about 190,000 Government employes in 
"the field throughout the country, -effec- 
tive July 1. This will provide. in- 
creased salaries despite the failure of 
the Reclassification Appropriation bill 
carrying funds. for that purpose and 
which failed to become a.-law.. 

Many other problems were presented 
by the failure of the bill, which car- 
ried funds for bonus administration, in- 
come tax refund, -&c. .The President 
has found a way to take care of: bonus 
administration and pay increased sal- 
aries for District of Columbia teach- 
ers, policemen and firemen, but no de- 
cision has yet been reached on other 
appropriations in the bill, including in- 
come tax ) These problems are 
being considered to ascertain whether 
remedies can be found, for.. them. 

The reclassification pay bill passed 
the Senate and Housé and was feady 
for signature. But in the closing 
hours of Congréés it failed of signature 
by the presiding officer of the Senate, 
the Speaker of the House and the Pres- 
ident. It cannot be signed until Con- 
gress meets in December, — 

The failure of the bill presented a dif- 
ficult and embarrassing. situation to the 
President. The reclassification pay bill 
of 1923 increased the pay. of employes 
in Government departments in Wash- 
ington, but did not take care of em- 
ployes in the field. The number of em- 
ployes in the field service is 480,000, 
but this includes 290,000 in the postal 
field service, who are not benefited by 
the reclassification pay bill. This ap- 
plies to all but 1 per cent. of the re- 
maining 190,000. 

The purpose of the bill was to give 
these 190,000 employes pay increas¢s 
corresponding to the increases in pay 
granted employes in. Washington in 
1923. 

The President, since the adjournment 


of Congress, has been endeavoring to 
find a way to. give effect to the en hye 
sions of the bill. Under the President’ 

order issued today, the appropriations 
for pay of field employes for the fiscal 
year 1925 will be used in taking care of 
the pay increases. These are lump sum 
appropriations which the President can 
appoftion under the law, and the money 
already appropriated will be used for 
regular pay plus thé increases, and when 
Congress meets the pay increase bill 
can be signed ey the regular appropri-

CHICAGO, June 14.—The police an- 
nounced. late today the positive identifi- 
cation of a wounded priséner as one of 
the band of robbers which, using four 
automobiles, held up and robbed on 
Thursday night a Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul mail train and escaped with 
registered mail pouches now said to have 
contained $3,000,000. 

Four others, arrested at the same 
time, one of them a woman, were de- 
clared by: Chief Collins to be,members of 
the bandit gang. He predicted the arrest 
of their associates soon and the recovery 
of part of the loot. Several of the mail 
clerks who had been gassed by formal- 
dehyde bombs in the looted cars posi- 
tively identified the wounded prisoner as’ 
one of the robbers. 

The identified prisoner, who gave the 
name of J. H. Wayne, believed to. be 
an alias, was found helpless in front of 
@ west side house in which the others 
were captured. He had five bullet holes 
in his body and was so weak that he 
collapsed just before he was taken to 
a hospital. He had a new $1,000 bill 
and a new $500 bill. These first at- 
tracted suspicion to him, although pos- 
tal inspectors were unable to iden 
them as part of the plunder from ‘the 
pare train. Suspicion against him Was 

made stronger by the fact that one of 
the robbers was’ known to have been 
accidentally wounded and removed by 
his companions. 

The other prisoners were Walter Mc- 
Comb atid his wifé, Paul Wade afd 
James Mahoney. After finding Wayne 
the police entered the house in front of 
which he had lain in the belief that 
he had been on the point of ‘entering it 
when he collapsed. The McCombs re- 
fused: to admft the detectives and the 
pateecea down the door.

Press).—Lack of sufficient air pressure 
to clean' out the great 14-inch gun bar- 
rels in Turret No. 2 of the battleship 
Mississippi was the first clue offered 
today to the Board of Inquiry. investi- 
gating the cause of Thursday's disaster 
which cost forty-eight lives. 

So low was tha air pressure in the 
apparatus that blows out the rifle bar- 
rels and closés the breeches that the 
latter had to be shoved home by hand 
after the second salvo, according to tes-

WOMAN FOILS PLOT 
FOR $40,000 RANSOM 


Tells Police of Threat to Kidnap | 


Her Son and Aids in De- 
tection and Arrest. 


TRAPPED BY TELEPHONE 


Detectives Listened to Negotia- 
tions Between Mother : and 
the Would-Be Kidnapper. — 


A demand for $10,000 under threat of 
kidnapping the 5-year-old son of Mrs. 
Archibald. Wilson, wife of. a publisher, 
and who lives at 60 West Fifty-eighth 
Street, late yesterday afternoon led to 
the arrest of Robert Brady, 25 years 
old, of Ninety-first Street and Boule- 
vard, Rockaway, on a-charge of at- 
tempted blackmail., Brady, who is an 
automobile sal . was arrested by 
Lieutenant Detective John Griffiths. and 
Detective Sergeant John Walsh of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station ds. 
he was leaving the telephone booth in 
a store at Columbus Avenue and 
Sixty-sixth Street. 

The -deteetives 
had been questioned for several hours 
at the station, that Mrs. Wilson had 
prolonged a conversation over thé téle- 
; one, one of several since she received 
the blackmail demand on Thursday af- 
ternoon last, in order’ that Lieutenant 
Griffiths and Detective Sergeant Walsh 
could hurry to the store and trap the 
man with whom she was talking and 
who, it was alleged, was arranging for 
the delivery of the $10,000 to the parcel 
room of the.Grand Central. Terminal. 

Last night as the two detéctives were 
taking the prisoner to Police: Head- 
quarters to have his finger impressions 
taken Lieutenant Griffiths said that the 
prisoner had confessed that he sent the 
letter demanding the $10,000 and aiso 
was the man who had ¢alled Mrs. Wit- 
son cn the telephone from different 
parts of the city several times each 
day zince ursday, repeating his threat 
that unless the money was: delivered the 
child would be kidnapped and slain. 


Received Demand for $10,000. 


For some time it had been the prac- 
tice of Mrs. Wilson, who is a lawyer, to 
send Archibald to Central. Park each 
fine afternoon with his governess. She 
had warned the governess never to dis- 
cuss the child or. his family with 
strangers who might approach her in the 
park. On Thursday: afterndon last Mrs. 
Wilson received a letter, which read, ‘in 
part, as follows: ‘‘Regret having ‘to 
write you; but our gang is leaving this 
country and we need money. We want 
$10,000 or we will take your son, and if 
the money is not paid, we will cut heart 
out of the boy and send it to you.’’ 

‘The letter, which was written in. a 
scrawling hand, obviously with the in- 
tention of concealing the handwriting 
of the author, also warned Mrs. Wilson 
that it would be dangerous for her to 
inform the police or anybody else about 
the blackmail demand as the ‘‘gang’’ 
was bound to learn of it*immediately 
and the child would be kidnapped and 
slain at the first opportunity.

William J. Fallon, fugitive lawyer, 
sought for jury bribing, was catght 
yesterday and lodged in the Tombs 
last night, 

Fallon, who fled when Charles W. Ren- 
digs, juror convicted. of perjury, con- 
fessed, is believed to have been in New 
York while the ‘Federal Department. of 
Justice pressed..a countrywide search 
for him, or else to have returned se- 
cretly to the “jurisdiction of the local 
court as he was caught in upper Man- 
hattan. ! 

Federal agents whose names; like 
many other details of the seizure, were 
not disclosed, pounced upon the fugitive 
at about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
in a furnished flat sémewhere near 
Dyckman Street, in the Inwood section 
of: the. city. Once under arrest the 
prisoner was taken to the Kingsbridge 
Police Station. There, asjin subsequent 
stops, extraordinary secrecy was ob- 
served until Fallon actually had been 
lodged in the Tombs. 

Word of the capture was conveyed 
to Federal Judge John C. Knox at 
his Home in University Avenue, the 
Bronx, and Judge Knox came at once 
to the police station. There Fallon 
was arraigned on a warrant’ issued 
just after he became a fugitive, which

Although it had -beeri intimated by 
Fallon’s friends, after thé lawyer's dis- 
appearance, that he would surrender 
himself if he were assured that bail 
would be forthcoming, it became évi- 
dent that efforts to obtain surety for 
him had failed. No one appeared to go 
on his bail, and he was ordered to the 
Tombs. 

It was to be some hours before he 
went ‘there, however. Instead he was 
taken to the offices. of the Department 
‘of Justice at 15 Park Row, where: As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
William J. Mallard, who has. been in 
charge of the bucketshop cases out of 
which rose the prosecution of Fallon, 
questioned -him for hours. 

Mr. Mallard did not say afterward 
whether he had obtained information 
of value from the prisoner, nor did he 
intimate what was Fallon’s. attitude in 
view of the Rendigs confession.’ 

About all that Mr. Mallard would 
tell, in fact, was that the Government 
was ready to proceed immediately to 
try Fallon. The lawyer will be ar- 
raigned formally before Judge Knox in 
the Federal District Court on Monday.

ARE A,BIT DISCOURAGED 


Clear Decoration Day the Only 
Bright Spot in Their Busi- 
ness This Year.

BALTIMORE, June 14.—It has been a 
sad year for the rain insurance agents. 
Day after day they have ‘mournfully 
watched the rain wash their profits 
away, and only the fact.that Decora- 
tion Day was clear has prevented many 
of them from giving up the business 
and going into deep sea diving or some 
other occupation ‘that water can’t ruin, 
local underwriters said today. 

“I ‘don’t think any insurance com- 
panies in the city have made any money 
to talk about. this year,”’ one under- 
writer said. ‘‘However, if the rain ever 
stops we will make it up by .the end 
of the Summer. 

“Our biggest days are May 30, July

Powers Apparently’ Reluctant, to 
Act Before General Agreement. 
Has Been Reached. 


GENEVA, June 14 (Associated Press) 
—After. several countries, including 
Japan, had made reservations, the 
Council of the League of Nations today 
‘adopted a resolution instructing the 
Secretary General to forward to all 
members of the League the Assembly 
resolution that during the period neces- 
sary for the elaboration and adoption 
of a general scheme for reduction of 
armaments all the countries. should not 
exceed the annual military expenditures 
provided for'in their budgets for the 
present fiscal year. ‘ 

The Council requested all the coun- 
tries to report, what action they pur- 
posed taking with regard to this recom- 
mendation. ; 

Viscount ‘Ishii, representative of 
Japan, said he would be -happy to 
transmit the recommendation to his 
Government, but he felt called upon to 
point out that’ the. present Japanese 
budget was abnormal. It had been 
framed so as to embody the great re- 
ductions necessitated by the earth- 
quake. 

‘‘All our expenditures were cut. down 
to a minimum,” he said, ‘‘and Japan 
cannot bind herself to, any agreement 
not .to increase her present outlay.” 

Lord Parmoor declared that England 
was desirous of armament reduction, 
but could not do anything in line with 
the resolution. 

The French representative supported 
Lord Parmoor’s. position, emphasizing 
that France had already accomplished 
to a great extent the object of the 
resolution by cuts madé in her military 
expenditures, 

The trend of the discussion is inter- 
preted here as indicating a hesitancy of 
the great powers to commit themselves 
to a reduction of armament before a 
general arrangement has been reached 
to that end. The résolution under dis- 
cussion refers to military, air and naval 


armaments. Its adoption under reser- 
vation in a purely suggestive form has 
given additional interest to League 
circles’. in President Coolidge’s plan to 
call a new armament conference. 

A plea that countries which possess 
no arms factories should not be discrimi- 
nated against in a convention for the 
control of international traffic in arms 
was made by Dr. L. Martine de Souza 
Dantas, Brazilian Aribassador to 
France and member of the Council. 

The Ambassador was speaking for 
practically all Latin“America, which has 
few facilities for turning out military 
equipment. He urged that in drafting 
the final terms of the proposed arms 
convention States without’ factories 
should nat be placed at the mercy of 
arms manufacturing countries and sub- 
jected to embarrassing and won-equi- 
table restrictions. . 

The Council decided to refer the Am- 
bassador’s eomment to the League’s 
General Armaments Commission, which 
is studying the subject. The Council also 
sent to this commission the British pro- 
posal to prepare two separate’ conven- 
tions for arms traffic control, one deal- 
ing with the'‘traffic in general and the 
other with traffic in prohibited areas.

VICTORIA’S REBUKE 


TO KAISER PUBLISHED 


German Documents Contain a 
Sharp Letter From the Late 
Queen to Her Grandson.

BERLIN, , June 14.—“I doubt if one 
monarch ever wrote to another concern- 
ing the latter’s Premier ag you have.” 
That was the rebuke administered © by 
Queen Victoria to her grandson, Kaiser 
Wilhelm II., a propos a letter written 
by him to her in 1899 concerning Great 
Britain’&’ Premier, Lord Salisbury. 

A lively correspondence between Wil- 
helm and his grandmother is contained 
in the fourteenth volume of the German 
Foreign Office documents to be pub- 
lished here toward the end of this month, 
the advance sheets of -which are now 
available. It provides further evidence 
of the strained relations always existing 
between Wilhelm and his relatives in the 


British reigning family, despite his fre- 
quent visits to England. 

A letter from Wilhelm: to Queen Vic- 
toria, dated May 22, 1899, complains 
bitterly of Salisbury’s treatment of Ger- 
many in the Samoa dispute. a 
United States, he points out, apolo; 
for the actions of American nava n 
ficers and men in Samoa, whereas the 
British Government had not apologized, 
though the German resideuts of Samoa 
were grievously damaged by the British 
action in repressing the .Samoan ‘‘re- 
bellion.’’ 

“Lord Salisbury’s Government must 
learn,” wrote Wilhelm to his grand- 
mother, ‘‘to respect us and treat us as 
equals. Until he does that the German 
nation will always be distrustful and 
a ca coldness will be the inevitable 
resu 

Replying ‘Queen Victoria thus rebuked 
her grandson. 

‘*Your letter amazes me. I can attrib- 
ute the tone in which you speak of Lord 
Salisbury only to temporary irritation 
on yoyr part. Never would I do such 
a thing. Never did I attack Prince Bis- 
marck or complain about him, though 

I know well what a bitter foe of Eng- 
Bae he was and the whole extent of the 
damage done by him.’ 

She added that she had told Lord 
Salisbury what Wilhelm had said about 
him and enclosed with her letter to her 
grandson a communication from Lord

WASHINGTON, June 14,—The 25 per 
cent. reduction on 1923 incomes paid in 
1924-is not the only immediate “benefit 
the taxpayer may take advantage of, 
the Internal Revenue Bureau explained 
today.

_ AFTER THE CONVENTION. 


“T ama Republican, ” writes a corre- 
spondent, “ but the Cleveland corvention 
did not throw -me into a fever.” It w 
not intended to raise anybody’s tempera- 
ture. ‘With the result long known to be 
cut. and dried, ‘and with caution and 
coolness the watthwords of the hour, it 
was not to be expected that the conven- 
tion itself or the reception of its york 
by the country would be marked by any 
frenzy of excitement or enthusiasm. The 
nomination. of General Dawes for the 
Vice Presidency might have stirred the 
pulses, had it not first stirred the anger, 
of the Coolidge ‘managers, all whose 
plans it upset. There is already talk that 
the General himself will throw fire into 











' the campaign and make a “ whirlwind ” 


canvass. No doubt-he will be loudly ac- 
claimed in the States where the Repu 
lican vote is pretty sure to. be held to- 
gether, -but what will be the effect of his 
impetuous methods in the region where 
the Republican Party is shot to pieces? 
These are but samples of the. doubts thus 
early getting ‘voice at a time when ordi- 
narily the party press affects all. the 
jubilation of assured victory. 

Out of the contests at Cleveland has 
emerged a new Republican organization. 
It has the Coolidge stamp upon it. Chair- 
man BurTiLer of Massachusettsiis:plainly 
disposed: to retain and consolidate the 
power placed in his hands by the tri- 
umphant Coolidge delegations at Cleve- 
land.

exciting than usual, for he remarked that 
they “wore the. impression on my mind 
of inchantment.” 

Although Jit is clear that Captain 
Lewis had’ good imaginative and de- 
scriptive powers, and that his day’s rec- 
ord was. full-of. adventures, it is also 
plain: that he was not a naturalist even 
by accident. To him animals represented 
adventures rather than specimens. Other- 
wise he would not have been content to 
describe a bear as “white or brown” 
when it was.either a grizzly-or one of 
the smaller brown bears, nor would he 
have: pictured an animal as like a wolf 
or-one of the ¢ats so loosely that his 


‘modern, editor surmises it may have been 


a cougar—more familiarly known as a 
mountain. lion—-which’ is practically 
never seen in the plains, and is rarely 
found by a burrow. — 

Why. quarrel with him on this score? 
His ‘story is fascinating and told with 
that vividness which inheres in all true 
records of adventure. To.-be sure, his 


‘spelling is more convenient than correct, 


and his use of capitals distinctly indi- 
vidual. “I felt ‘myself much fortiegued,” 
he wrote at the end of his day’s narra- 
tive on that June 14, 119 years ago, 
“but eat a hearty supper and took 
“ good night’s rest. the weather being 
“ warm Vhad left my leather over shirt 
“ oo had woarn only a yellow flannin 
“one.” * It is only necessary ta know how 
aan helpings of buffalo steak he had at 
supper to live with him through = en- 
tire day. 


THE FUTURE IN TURKEY. 


So expert an observer of Eastern 
problems as Sir VALENTINE CHIROL, 
writing in Foreign Affairs on the down- 
fall of the caliphate, shares the ordinary 
man’s astonishment over that event and 
is reduced to very much the same con- 
jéectures about MustaPHaA KEMAL’s mo-’ 
tives. The abolition of the caliphate in 
itself does not impress Sir VALENTINE &s 
an exceptionally difficult enterprise. 
The institution was.old, but as a real 
force it did not reach deep down into 
Turkish life. It was the late ABDUL 
HAMID of unsavory fame who first hit 
upon the idea of vitalizing a weak spir- 
itual leadership inte an agency of for- 
eign policy. Hamidian propaganda, ad- 
mirably reinforced by Wilhelmian rhet- 
oric, rallied Pan-Islamism around the 
Turkish caliphate as a nucleus. At Da- 
mascus in 1898 the Kaiser spoke of his 








“friend and ally his Imperial Majesty 


“the Sultan AgspuL Ham IL, whom 
“ 300,000,000 Mohammedans throughout 
“the world revere as the Caliph.” 
Three hundred million reverent Mo- 
hammedans was:a considerable overstate- 
ment; but there is no doubt that Moham- 
medans outside of Turkey, restless under 
European rule, welcomed the exalted 
status of the Sultan-Caliph for their own 
purposes. And Turkey was thereby the 
gainer. The mystery of 1924, therefore, 
is why MustaPHa KeMAL should have 
chosen to throw away the leverage 
against Great Britain and France with. 


swhith the caliphate supplied him. Its 


value had been demonstrated in the case 
of India, whose seventy million Moslems 
brought. pressute to bear on Great 
Britain: in favor ‘of more lenient treat-° 
ment for Turkey inthe post-war settle- 
ments. One explanation suggested by 
Cumon is that Kemat began to find the 
Indian Moslems a bit in the way. When 
the. first steps toward restricting the 
authority of the caliphate. were being 
taken, protests were addressed to.Angora 
by such Mohammedan leaders as the: AGA 
Khan and Ameer Aut, both resident in 
England, and as.such suspected at An- 
gora of playing the British game. In 
other words, the Mchammedans of India 


might be utilized by England:as well as 


against England. 
‘More conyincing is the explanation in- 


terms of MustarHa KEeMAL’s personality. 


His seems to be the same root-and-branch 


philosophy of reconstruction that has | 


Ween applied by his allies—at least up to 
recently—in Soviet Russia. Like LENIN, 
MusTaPHA has set out to make a 
thorough job of it, and by very much the 
same method: revolution dictated from 
above. His own extraordinary achieve- 
ments during the World War and in the 
reorganization :of the Turkish Army and 
nation after the war would go far to 

ustify this confidence in himself and in 

¢ ‘efficacy of creation by force. ‘The 
caliphate: was abolished for the same 
reason. that the crusade against religion 
was proclaimed in Russia: because 
church or mosque might become the ral- 
lying. point for reaction,

COLLOIDS. 


The Council of the American Insti*ute 
of Chemical Engineers has declared that 
if the chemical industries in Americe are 
to keep their hard-earned independence, 
more thorough study must be given to 
colloid chemistry. Butwhere colloid chem- 





‘istry begins and where it ends has never 


been clearly shown. The subject is made 


to include so much that it ceases to be” 


specific. The changing scope of the study 
is accountable for this indefiniteness; be- 
ginning with slowly diffusable substances, 
then small but “not too small particles, 
and finally dispersions of all three phases 
of matter—gases, solids and liquids—in 
each other, and including fogs, smokes, 
bubbles, filaments; films, emulsions, and 
what not, until. there seems to be little 
left in the world that isn’t colloidal. 

All chemical. change and all colloid 
phenomena take place on the surfaces of 
particles whose disposition, under certain 
circumstances, is to adhere to or to sti¢k 
on available surfaces. This surface ad- 


‘ hesion is called adsorption, which is a col- 


loid expression, and it has grown to indi- 
cate the sticking on of almost anything to 
anything‘else. The dyed-in-the-wool col- 
loid enthusiast would scorn to speak-of a 
solution of glue; he would call ita dis- 
persion. But the late Dr. Jacques LOEB 
wrote a very interesting book on proteins 
and their behavior which is persuasive of 
his thesis that the adsorption phenomena 


'of proteins are nothing less than , old- 


fashioned chemical reactions. 

Colloid chemistry claims all living tis- 
sues and cells and leather and clothing 
and paper and varnish and paints and 
cement. and building. materials, even to 
the steel] beams and foundation stone in. 
which qualities of adsorption are dis- 
covered. And nearly everything else that 
isn’t all dressed up in Sunday-go-to- 
meeting crystal.forms. Of: course,..we 
and everything we eat are colloids. 
seems too grasping. Let’s admit col- 
loidal -properties until we know more 
definitely. what they mean, but ‘stop 
there. We think all men of science will 
agree that when we get a clearer sense 
of the structure of atoms and. of the 
organization of molecules we shall have 
a better understanding of all these phe- 
nomena. The whole subject is still rather 
indefinite—and gummy. . And while 
nerves and ganglia and tissues of the 
human brain are colloidal in so far as 
they are not crystalline and are of great 
molecular complexity, we should beware 
lest we develop the colloidal mind. . That; 
too, is-indefinite—and not crystal clear.

That much-abused and much-enduring 
tribe. of speculators inthe public taste, 
the publishers, must be pondering care- 
fully an article in The International 
Book Review, “What Two- Million Wo- 
men Want From Publishers.” For more 
than thirty years the General Federation 
of: Women’s Clubs, through its De-/ 
partment of Literature, has been. dis- 
seminating literary cultivation among in- 
numerable, widely scattered. groups of. 
that great association. Literary courses, 
covering a wide range of history, fiction 
and poetry, have been ‘prescribed and 
followed in the last three years. The 
women take a great interest in ‘books, 
but. they are often dissatisfied with those 
they buy.

~~ a0 for the pryten This form, 
ee as magne ‘se ia part of the regu- 
sales $s avery impor-

threw out our sales book covers. They 
cost around $4,000 or $5,000 alone. We 
felt the necessity for having the slip 
right there in the sales book so that 
there would be no excuse for.not filling 
it out as soon as the promise-is made. 

“Two copies of the ‘promise’ slip are 
made. ‘They are turned in by the sales 
people to the floor men .each night. One 
copy is.given to the buyer in order to 
pure e the merchandise. He marks 
on it the date on which délivery will 
be made. ‘The other copy goes to our 
‘Promise Department.’ It ‘is filed there 
in a section bearing e date of the 
day after delivery: was promiséd by the 

uyer. 

“There are girls in our ‘Promise De- 
partment’ who take these slips, go to 
our’ departments, interview e buyer 
and find out whether the menchandise 
promised has actually gone to the cus- 
tomer. If not, they will find out how 
much longer it wilt be delayed. The 
story is ‘written on the ba of the 
romise slip and sent back to the 
Promise Department” to be filed under 
the new promise date. Our customers 
are kept informed of the situation by 
the ‘Promise Department,’ which takes 
care of all correspondence of this “kind. 

Thousands of such orders are placed 
with us under this service classification. 
Our department now has about twelve 
people and they have increased the busi- 
ness bs, neat ly. But it is not so much 

at.. They have increased our service 
to the customer and, of course, en- 
hanced our good-will. We are very 
particular about that. It was not so 
much ‘the extra business we wanted but 
to insure satisfying otir customers’ ex- 
pectations of our ability to serve them— 
to make it unnecessary for.them to go 
elsewhere. 

“This plan is being extended now 
wherever. possible to r repair depart- 
ment, our manufacturing departments, 
which also make pro:nises to customers 
tant require follow-up. We are trying 

cent ze in our “Promise Depart- 
net all promise follow-up work with 
our customers. 
* “In addition to the foregoing details, 
after the buyer is finished with ‘the 
‘want slips’ they also go to the ‘Promise 
Department’ where a record is kept. 
This is an. individual record, on which 
is listed the number of wants each sales 
person has turned in. - The head of our 

‘Promise ‘Department’ is charged with 
the duty of — up with the indi- 
vidual buyers the delinquencies of those 
sales people who are not turning. in 
wants. After that it is the buyer’s duty 
to take whatever action is considered 
necessary. We also keep -a record. of 
the number of promises turned in, and 
this proves very. interesting. 

“Take the house furnishings depart- 
ment, for example. You can,appreciate 
what.a tremendous task it is to keep 
stock on hand.. We have about sixty 
people there. <A record of the number 
OR ener g~ they make is kept. If we 

that some are turning in promises, 
but a large number are not, the head 
of the ‘Promise Department’ reports the 

tuation to the buyer. They work out 
together: some method to increase the 
cooperation of the sales people who are 
falling down below the average number 
of promises. 

“They may be called together for a 
group meeting and the aid of the Educa- 
tional Department enlisted to train the 
clerks in: the value gf building up prom- 
ises. Credit for the work that has been 
done is largely. due to the exceptional 
training the ‘head of the ‘Promise De- 

ch geen? has ‘had in the store. He has 

en with us for years and was for- 
many adjustment division manager. If 
anybody:.can appreciate the value of a 
promise to a customer, it is the adjust- 
ment manager, 

“Our clerks in entering promise orders 
have a decided advantage where the 
customer has a charge account, for then 
the customer gives immediate permis- 
sion to charge. If it is a cash ‘sale, the 
entry is made accordingly in the 
promise book. We use the quota system 
n our store, so that we have not had to 
Worry about the . possibility of clerks 
falling. down on merchandise in stock 
atid promising to get something a ‘little 
different.’ If there.is any way to make 
a sale on the spot, they do it. If the 
customer is certain she wants something 
different, we avoid forcing a substitu- 
tion = then the ‘promise book: comes 
into aetion. The customér, I may say, 
is impressed and convinced by seeing 
the clerk make a formal entry of the 
promise on the. spot. 

“At first thought it-may seem difficult 
to handle the matter of time of delivery 
on promises. The fact is that, since we 
are close to. the: New. York market, we 
have found it practical to establish a 
standard of ten days. Our sales people 
know that; in the case of. china, furni- 
ture and such merchandise, the delay is 
longer. When they are not sure, they 
oat the buyer or assistant for advice. 
All promise, slips go first to the ‘buyer, 
who checks up the time and, if that de- 
livery cannot be made, he makes that 
notation.’ Then the ‘Promise Depart- 
ment’ writes. to that effect to the cus- 
tomer. 

‘We fill more than 90 -per cent. of all 
our promise orders evéntually.. We have 
found that it is impossible to fill about 
40 per cent. of them on the date of the 
original promise, but, by writing the 
customer, we almost invariably get back 
instructions to go ahead and ‘get. itfor

FEWER SWISS FACTORIES. 


But Thelr Branches Are. Increasing 
in Foreigh Countries. 


In spite of the present comparatively 
favorable employment situation -in 
Switzerland, the industrial outlook is 
not particularly bright. because of the 
large number of. Swiss industries which 
are mi ting beyond the borders of the 
Sodntre or establishing branches abroad 
which are becoming more important 
than the parent concerns in Switzerland;’ 
says Consul L. W. Haskell in a report 


from Geneva. 

These foreign plants of Swiss concerns 
have certain advantages in that they 
permit the establishment of closer con- 
tact with the foreign clientele, help to 
offset some of the losses which the firm 
in Switzerland may have to undergo and 
provide-an outlet for Swiss materials 
used in the various manufacturing 
processes. 

Industrial. emigration, however, Consul 
Haskell ints out,. becomes a serious 
matter when a Swiss industry is forced 
to create foreij plants because the ex- 
cessive cost of manufacture in Switzer- 
land makes the foreign sale ofthe prod- 
uct impossible. This seems to have oc- 
curred in some ‘cases already. For ex- 
ample, a certain automobile. factory -at 
the present time em - s less than one- 
fifth of the personne some years ago, 
while, on the other hand: e French 
branch has tripled its activities. Among 
the factors favoring this situation are 
the longer hours ‘of work ‘in’ foreign 
countries, lower salaries paid, more eco- 
nomical transportation and exchange 
advantages. 

There,:are 1,456 fewer factories. now 
Operating. in rs than there 
were in 1918 and 43,780 fewer laborers 
employed than five years ago. 


Big .Prune Exports to Germany. 

Of the 253,442,000 pounds of dried 
fruit exported from the United States 
during the nine months ended March 31 
last, more than 38 per cent. consisted 
of prunes. The shipments totaled 98,- 
617;000 pounds, of which Germany pur- 
chased more than 31 per cent.,. or 31,- 
698,000 - pounds. In. the corres sponding 
period, of the previous year rmany 
took only 192,000 pounds of. American 
prunes. The» stabilization of the cur- 
rency by the introduction of the renten- 
mark, however, enabled German mer- 
chants to replenish depleted . supplies. 
The United ngdom furnished the’ next 
most important market, having bree 
22,073,000 pounds, Canada coming third 
with 12,218,000 pounds.

come upon a paradox and a problem., 


-An autobiography, to be readable, 
should ‘be -written by a literary 
craftsman, and the life of the liter- 
ary craftaman is seldom of a kind 
that is worth the teiling. 

The great autobiographers—Ben- 
venuto Cellini, Casanova, Benjamin 
Franklin, Ulysses 8. Grant—led 
strenuous lives, crowded with inter- 
esting episodes, and nature had en- 
dowed™ them with a narrative gift 
which served them in good stead 
when they came to pen their mas- 
terpieces of reminiscence. But how 
seldom it happens that a man—or a 
woman-—following a career whose de- 
tails are of wide human significance 
Possesses a literary endowment 
vouchsafing to the narration of that 
career that elusive flavor of letters 
without’ which a book—any kind of 
book—is either hard to read or not at 
all worth the reading. For my con- 
tention is that autobiography comes 
under the head of literature, and, 
if I am right, few instead of many 
autobiographies should come from 
the press. 


Of course it is a fact that the 
criticism I am making of the present 
tendency of publishers to flood the 
book market with memoirs, recollec- 
tions, lives and confessions which 
have, neither in content nor in style, 
a raison d’étre, can be applied tc 
their predecessors.. There is nothing 
‘more fascinating nor depressing to 
the littérateur tan to make a study 
of the countless autobiographies 
which have appeared in English dur- 
ing the past few centuries. _ Lives 
of saints, sinners, crazy people, pro- 
fessional criminals, harlots, cranks, 
visionaries, eccentrics of all kind, 
can be found in any library which 
has made anything like a complete 
collection of published autobiogra- 
phies. This manifestation of egotism 
in tetters is one of the strangest of 
the many strange phenomena 
brought within the purview of him 
who delves in the hyways of litera-

ture. But it is of more interest to 
the psychologist and alienist than 
to the lover of readable books. 

Of course we admit Pope’s conten- 
tion that ‘‘the proper study of man- 
kind is man,’’ but we don’t believe 
that every man is fitted to present 
us with a proper study of himself. 


| Hence our protest against the rising 


tide of autobiographies which tends 
to so confuse the mind of the public 
that the books of this class which are 
worth perusal find it hard to ob- 
tain the recognition which they de- 
serve. o 

In the last two years I have read 
eleven autobiographies by men and 
women with whom I happen to be 
acquainted. Several of these books 
entertained me, but analysis served 
to prove to me that my interest was 
held rather because I knew the au- 
thors than because of the signifi- 
cance or merit of their work. I 
could not help wondering why any- 
body not personally interested in 
these’ writers should buy their 
memoirs. 

The pity of it is that the race, dur- 
ing the past few years, has been un- 
Aergoing the most tragic, iconoclas- 
tic and significant experiences which 
have come to it as a whole since it 
emerged from the jungle. More his- 
tory has been compressed into the 
last ten years than can be found in 























any century since hiatory began to 
make records. Our generation, phys- 
ically, mentally and psychically has 
faced ordeals of a kind never be- 
fore known to humanity. To poster- 
ity the testimony regarding the ex- 
periences, the mental and _ spiritual 
reactions, che hopes and fears, the 
aspirations and disappointments that 
have come to men and women of our 
era, epic in its grandeur, hideous in 
many of its manifestations, should 
4ie of priceless value. And in con- 
temporary autobiogaphy should be 
found what coming generations will 
strive to learn of our people and our 
times. But do the autobiographies 
to which I have referred above—and 
they are typical of contemporary 
memoirs—rise to a great oppor- 
tunity? ‘Will they be of the slightest 
value in the future to the student 
and historian? 
Personally, I cherish a strong 
prejudice against any form of liter- 
ary censorship. Let the public wield 
aa own blue pencil! But I’m almost 
inclined to advocate the -establish- 
ment of a supervisory board to exer- 
cise autocratic power in connection 
with autobiographies. When any 
writer takes hie life in 
present it to the public he should 
be requifed officially to explain why 
he considers his career worthy the 





The Tragedy at Rodez 
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ae year 1877, when the fears 
and passions that had swayed the 
French people for nearly fifty 
years were still very much alive, 
there occurred in France a great 
number of crimes of violence only a 
Tew of which were sofved. Among 
them none b more f: dur- 
ing the resulting investigation than 
the murder of Joseph Bernardin 
Fualdes, who, until shortiy before 
his death, was the public prosecutor 
forthe Department of Aveyron, with 
his office in the ancient town of 
Rodez, in the Province of Rouergue 
in Southeastern France. 

In the evening of March 19, 1817, 
M. Fualdes sat for an’ hour casting 
up the accounts of-his active life and 
planning, now that he had retired 
from public office, a quiet sojourn 
for the remainder of his days in the 
little village where he was born.

of Rodez. It was after 8 o'clock 
when he went to the -living room, 
greeted two old friends. and then, bid- 
@ing them and his wife goodnight, 


| went out into the dark. 


The next morning about 6 o'clock 
amiiler pulled the body of\M. .Fual- 
des from the River Aveyron. He had 
been ‘stabbed. The miller laid the 
body of the dead lawyer on the bank 
and leaving it guarded at once noti- 
fied the autherities. By 9 o'clock the 
whole town had learned. of and was 
discussing the tragedy. The deputy 
prosecutor, the police and several in- 





fluential citizens, friends of the dead 





man, at once—started the investiga- 
tion. 

Inasmuch as the widow even did 
not know whither Fualdes was bound 
when he left his home the evening 
before and as no one could be found 
who saw him after he left his home 
or who knew on what business he 
was bent, it was-impossible to fix 
surely either the time or the place 
of the murder. Furthermore Fualdes 
had acquired such a reputation for 
justice in public office and charity 
toward the unfortunate that it was 
impossible to discover as quickly as 
public indignation demanded, a rea- 
sonable and reasoned motive for the 
crime. Hence rumor, directed by the 
recently lulled passions of the times, 
had free play. Fualdes had heen a 
Magistrate under the Empire, a sin- 
cere Republican and a Juror of the 
Revolutionary Tribunal. He had been 
charged with being one of those who 
condemned Marie Antoinette and he 
was credited with being the man 
whose influence had avenged Marat. 
With these’ stories in mind the au- 
thorities and friends of Fualdes built 
their theory. The deed had been in- 
stigated by the Royalists. The 

‘White Terror’ had begun its work 
in ‘the Rouergue with the murder of 
one of the best loved and leading 
citizens of Rodez! Before friends and 
officials had conferred one came fun- 
ning with a real clue. The walking 
stick of Fuaides had been found near 
a disreputable street in one of the 
most sordid spots of the town. At 
the same time a dirty handkerchief, 
rolled and torn, was picked from the 
river; ‘‘a gag,’’ some one said; and 
the theory grew into ‘‘evidence.” 

Near the place where the stick had 


been found was the house of the 
Bancals, noted for various disrepu- 
table adventures. Those reconstruct- 
ing the crime—volunteer sieuths for 
the most part, to whom any idle tale 
appealed as prima facie evidence—de- 
cided that here was the spot where 
the assassin or assassins had done 
the deed. 

The Bancals ¥ were arrested after a 
second search of their house had re- 
vealed nothing and with them sev- 
eral other frequenters of the place. 
Then the‘first ‘‘eyewitness’’-was dis- 
covered. Madelaine, the 9-year-old 
daughter of the Bancals, in answer 
to questions which told her what to 
say and for many pennies, admitted 
that she had seen the murder. With 
many repetitions of the “‘story” in 
her mind and her imagination stimu- 
lated ly flattering attention, she en- 
larged on her tales. When her ques- 
tioners insisted that certain individ- 
uals had been present she agreed 
that they were and that she had seen 
them. Then followed. more arrests. 
Fualdes's godson, a thoroughly re- 
spectable country squire and others 
The case began to attract nation- 
wide attention. Paris sent famous 
newspaper . correspondents to the 
first trial and then the case became 
international in its interest. 

M. Praviel has written the book in 
a@ way that shows he is convinced of 
the innocence of all those who suf- 
fered for the crime. He has evidently 
made a thorough study: of the case 
and has presented a gloomy, his- 
torical drama so vividly as to give 
the reader the feeling of being ac 
tually present in Rodez during the 





investigation and trials.

— We argon are wor- 
today over a many unsat- 
isfactor} features of our national 
life. It may seem unkind and un- 
necessary, therefore, for any writer 
to call attention to a new subject 
Provocative of apprehension and an- 
noyance. But I insist that. unless the

If there should happen to be any 
reader of this article who is seriously 
contemplating the writing of an au- 
toblography let hini ‘‘Stop!-. Look! 
Listen!’’ Let him rise to the heights 
of both common sensé and self-ab- 
negation which I attained in 1914 
when I ruthlessly destroyed the first 

my “Musings of a 
Grandfather.’’ That manuscript was 
the outward and visible sign of an 
inward and spiritual grace, affer it 
had been torn to bits, which should 
influence all who read of its untimely 
end to lead a better life—instead of 
writing one. 

If, of course, you have achieved 
greatly, if your career stands out as 
both unique and inspiring, if your 
life has vouchsafed to you a message 
which the world really needs, don’t 
let the foregoing paralyze your pén. . 
There is, and there always will be, a 
scarcity of really worth-while auto- 
biographies. If you have done big 
things for humanity, as did Franklin 
and Grant, or even if you have 
sinned magnificently after the man- 
ner of Cellini and Casanova, go to it 
and tell us the story of your life. But 
don’t’ rush in where angels fear to 
tread. Don’t imagine that merely: 
because you have found your earthly 
experience interesting it is sure to 
intrigue us. Don’t believe that be- 
cause, without former literary train- 
ing, Ulysses S. Grant wrote a mas- 
terpiece of autobiography you can 
‘perform in letters the same kind of 
miracle. - Fight the good fight. Re- 
sist every attack of cacoethes scri- 
bendi. Say it in flowers—in any- 
thing but type. Remember that you 
can’t be the less a man merely be- 
cause you've never been an auto- 


‘biographer.

Mr. Moskewitz’s work is a cam- 
paign biography, -but insfead of-be- 
ing slammed. together in the. usual 
way, it is written: selectively and In 
perfect proportion. The true Smith 
with his manifold interests emerges. 
Probably the conception of him in 
most minds could be summed up in 
three words—Tammany, Catholic and 
Wet. |‘ Smith’s interests extend far 
beyond either Church or machine, 
and the liquor question never has oc- 
cupied half as much of his attention 
as other governmental problems, In 
politics his main interest has always. 
heen his social reform program and 
certain governmental . and constitu- 
tional changes. When the liquor 
question came up he faced: it and 
dealt with it as with any other prob- 
lem; and because the public is more 
interested in that question than in 
those which interested Smith, his 
action attaitted a factitioux im- 
portance, 3 
The word politician has two mean- 
ings. In one sense a politician is a 
man skilled in the business and sci- 
ence of government; in another, he 
is a man concerned with. machines, 
elections and patronage. It is in the 
‘ latter sense that Smith has been 
studied and written about, but Mr. 
Moskowitz, by simply presenting 
Smith's speeches and writings, alters 
the picture. The Governor is both 
kinds of a - politician. He began 
playing politics in the ‘secondary 
sense of the word when he was only 
a boy, but, as the inteMectuals dis- 
covered long ago, he has a remark- 
able brain and much growing power. 
When he first went to Albany he 
_. Was raw and green, and his outlook 
had not extended beyond Big Tom 
Foley's bailiwick.- That was in’ 1903. 


Smith, 
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‘in knowing the details of govern- 


ment, La Follette got himself elect- 
ea Governor by explaining ali the 
prosy facts ‘about what went on at 
Madison. He talked four hours at 
a time without-any rhetoric, and 
people stood up in crowded halls with 
babies in their arms to hear him, and 
then wanted more. Smith adopted 
the same plan in New. York, but had 
the advantage of a winning person- 
ality,. whereas La Follette has a 
repellent. one. 

Neither did the Catholics elect 
His candidacy has: always 
been forced in the first instance by 
“up. State.’ Republican ahd Prot- 
estant votes enter hugely into his 
majorities. The Jews like him, too. 
Smith is a Catholic, but not a. sec- 
tarian, and never inquired into 4 
man’s religion when he was making 
appointments. For that matter, he 
appointed a good many Republicans 
to. office. 

If. the wets helped to swell Smith's 
majority in the expectation thaf he 
would not enforce the law -they 
fooled themselves. So, for that mat- 
ter, did thre extreme drys: Smith has 
enforced the law just about the way 
other Governors enforce it; perhaps 
a little better than some. What the 
drys really. demand of him is that he 
should be a prohibitionist at heart 
and his mind. Over that little 
matter Smith has no control... 1t_is 
perhaps a little unfortunate that our 
people do not care to read official 
documents, but prefer’ newspaper 
headlines. Few- took the trouble to 
read Governor Smith's message sign- 
ing the Mullan-Gage repealer—but 
everybody read the scareheads. It 
is a pity, b the d t is 
clearly and simply written, contains

not at all wet. The same thing hap- 
pened to Governor Altgeld of Illinois 
when he pardoned some labor union 


‘men who had been somewhat ex- 


citedly convicted of knowing some- 
thing about the Haymarket bomb- 
throwing. Nobody would read Alt- 
geld’s long but irrefutable review of 
the evidence, written from a legal 


In 1915 he was the minority leader in — 


the Constitutional Convention, Elihu 
Root being the head and front of the 
majority, .and George W. Wicker- 
sham the majority floor leader. In 
drawing up the .Constitution Root 
and Wickersham had to confer with 
Smith, and at the close of the con- 
venaion Root said: “Of all the men 
in the convention, Alfred E. Smith 
is the best-informed man on the busi- 
ness of the State of New York.’ 
Wickersham called him ‘the most 
useful man in- the corivention.’’ In 
those twelve years Smith had be- 
come a statesman. He- had dealt 
with two great constitutional lawyers 
on their own ground, that of consti- 
tution making, and they acknowl- 
edged his superiority. His college 
degree, as he once said, was F..F. M. 
—Fulton Fish Market, where he kept 
a stall in the years of his life that 
other’ boys spend in universities. 
Smith today is a highly educated 
man, though he educated himself by 
gaslight. 

The reason “why he got néarly 
400,000 majority the last time he ran 
was not so much because of his 
views on the liquor. question, al- 
though of course that helped; he 
always runs wildly and absurdly 
ahead of his ticket, and it is because 
early in his career Smith hit upon a 
simple but infallible method of vote- 
getting.

Mr. Moskowitz’s book is not litera- 
ture in any sense except in the sense 
that any thoroughly done piece of 
writing may claim that title. What 
he has accornplished is the presenta- 
tion of a properly proportioned Al 
Smith. As a biography it is largely 
documentary, but the documents are 
so selected as to bring out every side 
of-the man’s character. The first 
thought of most people who read it 
will be. tiat persons outside of New 
York will find little to interest them 
in Governor Smith’s speeches on 
State problems. ‘That would be an 
unwarranted criticism. The speeches 
show Smith's way of dealing with 
public questions and also his way of 
going to the people with them, and 
therefore -reveal the man. He is 
lucidity itself, and reminds one of a 
forgotten remark of the once famous 
Max O’Rell: ‘“Thanks to the vivacity 
of their minds,- Americans have a 
capacity for making the most arid 
subjects interesting.’”” There may be 
art in his method, but if astaee is 
it defies detection.

Two dramas bearing the league's 
certification of quality have just 
béen brought out by an American 
publisher. who also puts forth ag a 
companion volume a book of four 
one-act plays. Of the two long plays 
‘one is a historical drama, in prose, 
with Queen Elizabeth for its sub- 
ject. The author is Gwen John, and 
the title is “The Prince.” The other 
full-length piece, the title of which 
is ‘“‘Ayuli;’’ is a lyric drama by Law- 
rence Binyon. The authors of the 
one-act plays are A. P. Herbert, 
whose ‘‘Double Demon” is the title- 
piece for the book; Sladen Smith, 
who contributes “St. Simeon Sty- 
lites”; Beatrice Mayor, with ‘‘Thirty 
Minutes in a Street,’’ and Helen 
Simpson, closing the book with ‘‘Pan 
in Pimlico.”’ 
It should be said at the outset that 
in “The Prince’ Mr. John _ has 
adopted the more primitive form of 
the drama which has recently come 
Somewhat into vogue —the form 
which dispenses entirely. with divi- 
sion. into acts, carrying the action 
through by a succession of scenes. 
Familiar examples of this construc- 
tion are Drinkwater’s ‘‘Abraham 
» Lincoin’’ and the late Equity produc- 
tion, ‘‘Queén Victoria.’’ Attention is 
called to this recrudescence of a dra- 
matic method which had apparently 
| come to an end with Christopher 
_Marlowe, for the reason that what 
“results from the employment of this 
method is not a play so much as it 
is a dramatized epic. Consequently 
“the critic must approach his prob- 
lem from a different angie, and apply 
different standards. There can be no 
‘question of the legitimacy of this 
dramatic method, since in either case 
the only ultimate standard can be 
*the effectiveness of the result, and 
acceptance by a theatre going or a 
reading public: Prinkwater’s ‘‘Lin- 
“coln” wags accepted by audiences not 
only in this country but in England 
‘for a considerable run; and Mar- 
lowe’s ‘‘Faustus,’’ it need hardly be

Clearly, the first and great demand 
of this form of drama is a central 
figure who either is of dominating 
* personality or who passes through 
a succession of experiences or ad- 
ventures. -Secondly, since there is

In selecting for the dominating 
character of his drama England's 
greatest Qlueen—perhaps her greatest 
sovereign—Gwen John would seem 
to have at his command everything 
necessary for the making of a great 
" play of the epic-dramatic type. But 
has he? There can be-no gainsaying 
that Elizaheth dominated her world! 
She was arn autocratic ruler; and 
there was enough of the dramatic in 
the episodes of her reign, as every 
one knows. Nevertheless, it is an 
open question whether Queen Eliza- 
heth fulfills the requirements of the 
playwright. The insuperable defect 
of her character as viewed from the 
dramatic ‘standpoint is her intellectu- 
“ality and her coldness. These are 
not defects if the dramatist is willing 
so to distort history as to make her

Gwen John presents Elizabeth to 
us’ through a succession of -eight 
scenes, the first when, as Princess, 
she is confined in the Tower by her 
sister, Queen Mary. The scene is 
brief, but in it the playwright strikes 
the note he is to maintain through- 
out of a woman whose tremendous 
grasp of realities and masterful will 
raise her above all lesser persons, 
even though they may sit on 
thrones, 

For his subsequent scenes the 
dramatist has selected Elizabeth's 
accession to the throne; various mo- 
ments when she considers and re- 
jects marriage; an audience with 
Drake after the defeat of the Span- 
ish armada; occurences just before 
her death; and, for closing, a scene 
outside the palace wherein the Queen 
lies dying. 

This last scene, with the central 
figure of the play not on the stage, 
is the most dramatically effective of 
the entire piece. It-is the one place 
where.the author forgets history and 
allows his imagination full swing. It 
is the only time, also, in which he 
permits himself to resort to stage 
tricks, such as morning light, a 
brazier, over which musicians warm 
their hands, the candle which is 
snuffed out with the passing of the 
Queen, tolling bells, and, last and 
most powerful of all, the hooted and 
cloaked ‘Silent horséman who is to 
gallop to Scotland to inform James 
that he is Engiand’s King. - And the 
effectiveness of this final curtain 
causes one to regret that the author 
should fiot have admitted more of 
the purely adventitious into his 
play; no harm and much good would 
surely have resulted from greater 
artistic liberality. But far from 
allowing such a thought to enter his 
mind, Mr. John gravely informs us 
-in an introduction, that ‘‘the more 
obviously dramatic events [of her 
reign] have been avoided.'’ Thus

And the dra- 
matist is too greatly Goncerned with 
making it clear why the Queen mar- 
“ted neither Dudley nor _Essex, 
neither Philip of Spain nor the Duke 
of Anjou, to sustain interest. In 
other words, John has made a con- 
tinuum of scenes in which nothing 
happens, and when, in extenuation, 
he asks us to accept as the moving 
force of his drama a woman the 
frigidity of whose mentality only re- 
pels he asks too much. Had -~he 
shown us Elizabeth as the loneiy” 
woman who had had her faith in

Dudley shaken, as the fear-ridden 
Queen signing the death warrant of 
another Queen, as the disillusioned 
and mortified woman. and. ruler 
mourning over the perfidy of Essex, 
he would have touched the emotions, 
and so ‘have achieved a dramatic 
work of art. One cannot get away 
from it—the Shakespeare way is. the 
only way ip which great historical 
drama can be written. We concede 
to Mr. John a remarkably success- 
ful dramatization; he has not writ- 
ten a great historical drama. He 
held too tight a refn on his imag- 
ination. 

In ‘‘Ayuli’’ Lawrence Binyon has 
gone to the very heart of roman- 
ticism, for he has taken for his theme 
en imaginary monarch so carried 
away by love and beauty that he ap- 
points a poet chief adviser in State 
affairs. The poet is in nowise <jtted 
to cope with the schemes of “practi- 
cal’’ men, there are treachery and re- 
bellion—and love and beauty go 
crumbling down to dust. Yet in the 
King’s faith in the transcendency of 
beauty there is spiritual triumph, 
and.thus the play fulfills the highest 
requirement of romantic drama, of 
romantic tragedy.

freedom does, however, is to give 
beth nations and individuals the 
opportunity of indulging their 
strongest instincts, whatever those 
may be, and one of the ‘strongest 
instincts of a nation is not for~- 
happiness and_ self-government, 
but for self-assertion and expan- 
sion. 

Thus the author reaches the con- 
clusion that a cure for present na- 
tional rivalries is ‘‘impossible with- 
out force.’’ He concedes that there 
are grave objections to the use of 
force for that purpose. For one 
thing, there is the infringement of 
the sovereignty of a State by the 
imposition of external compulsion in 
order to regulate some of its rela- 
tions with other States. . His answer 
on this point is that “the sovereignty 
of the cfiminally minded State is a 
concept worthy of das iittle regard 
as the liberty of, the criminally 
minded individual.’’ The exorcism 
of the war spirit from the hearts of 
nations, he urges, must be begun by 
repressing it. If militarism be 
classed as a form of moral perver- 
sion, force must be an initial rem- 
edy, as in the cases of individual of- 
fenders. Nations which are inclined 
to disarm -must be safeguarded 
against moody-minded rivals. Mr. 
Taylor sees no sound objection to the 
division of the world into two armed 
camps, provided that “the side with 
the higher aims’’ has a decisive 
superiority of the elements of force. 

It is the author's view that Great 
Britain is ready to do her part in 
insuring world peace, but there is 
a different story as to the other 
party-to the proposed coalition. He 
writes: 





World Peace by Force 


There is only one real difficulty 
in ‘the way of the formation. of 
such a coalition as that suggest- 
ed. It is the more or less com- 
plete indifference of the most pow- 
erful of the pacific nations to the 
fate of the rest of the world. Such 
an alliance as that. suggested can- 
not be formed without the aid of 
America, and America stands con- 
temptuously aloof from “the sordid 
quarrels of Europe.” As this is 
a matter which affects the whole 
future of humanity, it is of inter- 
est to inquire into the validity of 
the. grounds upon which the as- 
sistance of America is r 

The main cause of. American 
disinclination to iend a helping 
hand.in the present crisis of the 
world’s ae is to be found in 
the fallacy that all nations can if 
they will refrain from war, and 
that if nations 


misery they have brought upon 
themselves. The Americans have 
long cherished the belief that = 
the matter of ‘‘militarism’’ they 
are not as other men are. They 
are convinced that the compara- 
tive immunity of the United States 
from war is the result of the vol- 
untary exercise of 
restraint, which other 
could imitate if they would. 


It may be asked, however, if the 
cogency of Mr. Taylor’s reasoning 
is not impaired by his expression of 
views leading to the conclusion that 
America is not qualified to play a 
sincere réle as an enforcer of peace. 
He thinks that our. psychology on the 
subject of war “does not materially 
differ from that of any other na-

non-existent, the rude clay figures 
found in the early dolmens being 
merely barbaric; the new religion, 
introduced from Korea, brought in 
its train arts which in China had 
reached a considerable pitch of per- 
fection. Korea hau received both 
Buddhism and a large measure of its 
civilization from China a century or 
two before this. We need not con- 
cern ourselves with the early 
struggles of the faith -to establish 
itself in its new home, since no work 
of art remains in existence from be- 


fore the period which has been 


named after the Empress Suiko, who 
reigned from 593-629. The Suiko 
era, however, is regarded by Oriental 
art historians as extending from 552 
to 710, but Mr. Warner decides to 
limit it to 645, as after that date dis- 
tinct differences, emanating from 
the China of T’ang, make themselves 
felt in the arts.

This 
is purest surmise, which the testi- 
mony of Constantin Stanislavsky, in 
“My Life in Art,” does not support. 
Stanislavsky is astonished to find 
the new audience as attentive to the 
frustrations of Chekhov in the per- 
formances of the Moscow Art 
Theatre as his earlier playgoers. Mr. 
Dukes, indeed, revises his snap judg- 
ment in a climax of banality: “These

Warner's demonstration. of the de- 
scent of Suiko sculpture from that of 
North Wei is emphasized by the as- 
sertion in the most recent history of 
Chinese sculpture that the art was 
carried to the islands from Southern 
China and betrays marked Indian in- 
fluence; this misstatement, - Mr. 
‘Warner shows, originated in an error 
in the Fuso Ryakki, a twelfth cen- 
tury - history. 

In ail, Mr. Warner reckons but 
eighty-four statues remaining in 
Japan of Suiko time, together with 
four in Korea. After long and care- 
ful comparison he has deliberately 
omitted some thirty others, generally 
accepted as. being of that périod, be- 
cause he believes he has discovered 
in them evidences of the influences 
which only reached Japan, from 
T’ang, after the great reform of 645. 
This subdivision he follows Okakura 
in calling Hakuho. All of these stat- 
ues are illustrated, together with the 
three or four: buildings of the period 
still standing, and other minor works 
of art, such as the important Tam- 
amushi shrine, decorated with the 
only paintings known of this early 
date, the bronze temple hanging and 
the altar canopies of Horyuji, form- 
ing a complete record of the art of 
this most important period. Some 
of it, as may be expected, is unques- 
tionably crude, but much has a sim- 
ple dignity and a few of the statues 
rise to a noble beauty hardly to be 
excelled by any primitive religious 
art of the world. 

The book itself is all that such a 


works of art which are its subject, 
it has to be generous in size and the 
145 plates are of great beauty. Pro- 
fessor Asakawa, of Yale, provides a 
sympathetic and scholarly introduc- 
tion. Then follows an admirably 
clear and weil-studied historical 
essay by Mrs. Warner, in which she 
not only recounts the history of 
Japan in the Suiko period, but also 
all that is needed of the previous and 
contemporary history of: the Far 
East to enable her reader to properly 
comprehend her husband's treatise.

E Abbé Henri  Brémond, 

elected*to the French Acad- 

emy in the- place of Mgr. 

Duchesne, was recently in- 

itiated at a solemn meeting 
at which there was present M. Mil- 
lerand, President of the Republic 
and himself a member of the Aca- 
demy of the Moral and Political Sci- 
ences, as well as Marshal Foch, M. 
Louis Barthou, M. Hanotaux, and 
many other members of the French 
Academy,. the. Cardinal Dubois, 
Archbishop of Paris, in a flowing 
robe of red sitk, and so on. 

The receptions of the Academy Are 
always very well attended. They are 
very Parisian celebrations where ithe 
most’ prominent~ notables of three 
worlds come together: the old aris- 
tocracy, political figures, and men of 
letters... These three worlds are 
equally represented. in the Academy 
itself; for it is nota purely literary 
society, but an assembly of person- 
ages of fame or renown in various 
fields. Literary men are chosen as 
much as possible... But the duc 
a’ Audiffred- Pasquier, Academician 
by virtue of being a duke and the 
President of the Senate under Mar- 
shal MacMahon, had the reputation 
of being unable to spell.

OME authors have scorned the 

Academy. Balzac, Stendhal, 

Flaubert, and Michelet remained 
without; and, in the seventeenth 
century, Moliére was not a member 
beeause of the prejudice then preva- 
lert against actors.

HE beginning of the London

St. Francis Centenary Approaching 


RoMs, May 19. 


E mystic charm of the 

Seraphic City has never blunt- 

ed the keen, practical sense of 

its inhabitants—the Assisans. 
When St. Francis, returning to 
his native city in- 1226, was borne 
through their midst blind and ill, his 
blessing was received with bowed 
heads and tears; but at his death 
their mourning rapidly changed to 
rejoicing: ‘‘We possess his body,” 
they cried, ‘‘which will bring great 
honor and fame to our city!” Thé 
holy corpse was prudently hidden, 
however, during five centuries, for 
those were the days of devout rob- 
bers as well as of saints, and rival 
cities were given to filching sacred 
relics from qne another quite un- 
scrupulousiy—to be more explicit, 
the neighboring Perugians ~ were 
known to have a penchant for pious 
remains. 

But fashions change, even in thiev- 
ing, and St. Frantis today rests se- 
curely without concealment in the 
great. Franciscan basilica of \ Assisi. 
For seven centuries he has richly 
fulfilled expectations, bringing in- 
finite glory, not to mention worldly 
goods, to his dreamy eity of which 
the chief wealth now consists of 
memories. Two years hence fresh 
fame will be achieved through fitting 


seven hundredth anniversary of the

Freud as the Not Too Perfect Psychoanalyst

ROM A. Wohigemuth’s delight- 
fully readable, entertaining 
volume, fair and true for the 
most part, we learn incident- 
ally that he is a teacher of 
psychology in London and has writ- 
ten several articles for the British 
Journal of Psychology. To say that 
if he had been engaged for many 
years in the study and treatment of 
various sorts of human unhappiness, 
instead of in the teaching of aca- 
demic psychology, he would have 
altered some of his views concerning 
the human psyche, is the sort of 
statement exceedingly irritating to 
the author and which with justifi- 
cation ‘he severély criticizes in the 
Freudian psychologists. Indeed, he 
will not admit that they have any 
claim to the name psychologists. He 
_. complains that they build up general 
statements concerning psychic proc- 
esses entirely on probability, later 
refer_to those statements as proved, 
interpret behavior accordingly, and 
when questioned as_ to the truth of 
their original statements point to 
their great number of cases as proof. 
One can readily see that this be- 
havior evades the issue of making a 
clear demonstration of definite suc- 
- cessive changes in process for the 
bénefit of the reading voyeur of psy- 
choanalytic literature. The fault 
exists. A thoroughly approved scien- 
tific report has not yet been made. 
Now, we are in a position to know 
that reading ali-of Freud’s works 
and trying to reconcile his statements 
is like taking a ride on the most agi- 
tated and muilti-oriented loop-the- 
loop..

In a 
more critical frame of mind I re- 
turned to the study of Freud's 
writings, with the results which I 
have stated in the following pages. 
Before leading otr readers into the 
body of the book we must call atten- 
tion to several facts relative to ‘Der 
Wahn und die Tratime” which Wohl- 
gemuth has overlooked. In the first 
place, Freud maintains that a phan- 
tasy dream can be interpreted in the 
game manner as a dreartr of sleep.

undecided whether Nyerro; son of

balls; or the missing Cosquo, —— 
son of his second marriage, 
he favors. The heir is rently: by 
the father in Andorra: Maria is 
determined that her son Cisquo shall 
be “thereu.”” Nyerro, the villain of 
the tale, is described as being a 
‘tweakly, wall-eyed youth of 25.°° 

Conchita is sent home when it 
grows late to receive her nightly 
beating,. which her father expects her 
to take like a good Catholic. During 
the night Cisquo is brought home 
dead, shot by the caribeeners. Maria 
and Conchita are frantic. ‘onchita 
expects a child, and an unmarried 
lass of 16 in so primitive a Catholic 
village does not; under such circum- 
stances, have an easy time of it. 
She loved Cisquo unreasonably— 
obviously she was not a.member of 
the Lucy Stone League—and in her 
anguish suspects that her beloved’s 
murder was not accidental. - 

Her suspicions are justified, ‘for 
toward the ie of the story 
Nyerro in a mad outbreak because 
Conchita, who has borne Cisquo's 
child, will not have him for husband, 
bursts out with the admission that 
he had been responsible for Cisquo's 
death. He had feared that Cisquo 
would be designated ‘‘hereu.’’ Con- 
ehita remains silent, but Joan dis- 
covers by chance a note sent to 
the caribeeners telling them that 
Cisquo would-be on. a smuggling 
expedition the night of the shooting, 
and it turns out that the caribeeners 
merely shot in the air. Then 
Nyerro had tried to take the life of 
Angelo, the younger brother of 
Cisquo, &c.

“SPOOK” FICTION. REFINED 


THE BVIL-VINEYARD.. By Marie 
‘ay. 216 oo London and New 
York: G. P. nam’s Sons, Ltd. 
ERTURBED spirits. who refuse 
to rest have been-much in the 
news of late, and Marie Hay 
takes advantage of ‘the present-cay 
interest in them by choosing an old 
ghost, story as the inspiration of her 
letest novel, ‘‘The Bvil Vineyard.”' 
She makes use of such things as cold 
chills are made of, eerie settings, 
sinister legends, occult forces, all the 
time-honored .and_ time-worn trap- 
pings of terror, and yet makes use 
of them with such good effect witha! . 
that the reader accepts her book as 
no mere exciting and preposterous 
**thriller,”’ but as a thoroughly ab- 
sorbing and even plausible tale. She 
presents indeed a keenly analyzed 
study of feminine fear. But she en- 
velops it in such a forward-moving 
narrative that the reader’s interest 
never flags. Experienced story teller 
9s she is, Miss Hay knows full wel! 
the claims .of incident and action, 
and that a novel, however analytical, 
should contain more than a “succes- 
sion of mental processes. 

Much of the trouble that later came 
Miss Hay’s main 
character, sprang from the fact tliat 
she had always been ‘‘different.’’ 
Her father and mother and brothers, 
a typical English ‘‘county family’’ 
with typical county interests, could 
never understand her yearning. for 
the things of the spirit. They ridi- 
culed her love of literature and of 
intellectual society, and this ridicule 
as much as anything else caused her 
acceptance of the proposal of the 
aging antiquarian George Latimer. 
Disillusionment followed. -True, she 
had her intellectual society, the best, 
in fact, that London and Rome could 
offer, but she eame very, very soon 
to feel that she had bartered her 
youth for the pride of intellect and 
had founded her life on false values. 
She had come, at the time the story 
opens, to realize that ‘‘heart, brain 
and body are a trinity that must: be 
undivided in the quest for the mean- 
ing of life."’ She had come to realize 
that youth has its fair claims and 
that she had been duped by Lati- 


‘mer’s aging passion into believing 


that his care was for her mind alone, 
Attracted by its antiquarian interest, 
Latimer purchuses as their perma- 
nent home a medieval Swiss castle 
of the illest repute, the Vignaccia. 
From then onward the dramatis 
personae include actors unseen and 
unheard, though assuredly not un- 
felt. And Miss Hay’s stage direc- 
tions read: ‘‘Enter the ghost story.”’. 
The castle of ilt omen houses others 
tha: its new English tenants. From 
now on the plot hinges on the suppo- 
sition that the spirit of one long dead 
in the flesh may _be allowed to influ- 
ence a soul still on earth.

As a tract, it 
is well written, sincere, force- 
ful, but like most works with a ped- 
agogic theme, the book lacks plot 
coherence and plausibility. The story 
revoives about a girl gifted with un- 
varying luck from the time the tale 
opens, when she is 18, to the time it 
closes, when she is 38. In these 
twenty years, filled with good 
fortune for her, she triumphantly 
marches forward, unmindful of any- 
|thing save eugenics, babies and 
chickens. Like herself, the other 
characters speak only of biological 
matters, even a French Canadian 
lumberman of the peasant type. 
The -heroine,. Jane Towerover, 
grows into her later teens in a Michi- 
gan mining town near Lake Supe- 
rior. In the first chapter of the book 
she learns that she is illegitimate. 
Soon she becomes aware that her 
mother was illegitimate also. These 
facts so affect her that she packs 
up a bag, goes out into the stormy 
street, crawls into the first wagon 
that passes by, and wakes up to find 
that she is miles away from her 
former home, but in the farmyard of 
a harmless old man of considerable 
means, who desires her to be his 
housekeeper. Not being able to rear 
a family of his own, he is interested 
in improving those of other persons, 
and is a savant in respect to eugen- 
ies.. He teaches Jane his eugenic 
lore. and conveniently dies, leaving 
her plenty of money. She proceeds 
te utilize his lore by bearing an 
illegitimate child to’ a man of good 
blood. By this time she has miracu- 
lously, without the aid of advanced 
training or a laboratory, become fa- 
mous as a biologist. She makes suc- 
cessful investment in Arizona mining 
stock. “ Joe” Trudeau, the 
French Canadian togging camp boss, 
becomes her passionate adorer, but 
is satisfied with serving her until he 
becomes gray-haired. Then he at-. 
tempts to force attentions on her and 
failing, hangs himself. She next 
goes East; finds her real father and 
his wife; also her son’s father, 
whose wife has opportunely been 
killed in an automobile accident, and 
has the choice between this man and 
a more aggressive army officer. 
She chooses for eugenic reasons not 
her soy’s father, but the -younge: 
and more wealthy officer, and all 
ends in eugenic bliss.

The ballads Professor Gray’s 
collection. fall go two Principal 
groups: ballads that are 
in the technical meaning of that 
word as applied in this field of litera- 
ture, and ‘‘broadsides.” ‘“Broad- 
sides’* are ballads on topical subjects, 
composed by a ‘‘poet’’ or “‘balladist” 


who has them printed and hawks 


them upon the street. ‘*Broadsides’ 
were common in England in Eliza- 
bethan times and for a considerable 
period thereafter. The American Col- 
onists had a liking for the ‘‘broad- 
side’’ and freely patronized the com- 
posers; Many of those in Professor 
Gray’s book were composed and 
vended by a Mr. Friend of Bangor, 
who apparently is still alive and is 
probably the last of his clan.. Other 
ballads included are of known au- 
thorship, but reprints. from periodi- 
cals, and thus distinguished from 
broadsides. 

Of the first group, the a 
ballads, it is hardly necessary 
speak at length, since the ecbebin’ 
meaning attaching to the word is 
now pretty generally known. For 
those who have not happened to 
come into contact with the accepted 
modern theory of -ballad origins, it 
may be said that most of the Eng- 
lish and Scottish ballads which have 
come down from earlier times are be- 
lieved to be the result of improvisa- 
tion rather than concentrated com- 
positional effort, and transmitted by 
word of ‘mouth for generations (even 
centuries) before any version came 
to be written down. improvisa- 
tion theory is established by textual 
evidence within the ballads them- 

“selves; the doctrine of oral trans- 
mission accounts for the finding of 
many (if slightly differing) versions 
of the same ballad. That Professor 


Gray’s collected lumberjack ballads | 





are genuinely “popular” in tiils 
meaning of the word. would be clear 
from a passage in his introduction, 
even if textual evidence were lack- 
ing, as it is not. And conversely, 
it may be added in passing, the ap- 
Plication of this passage is proof of 
the theory. A certain Mr. Reid, a 
former lumberjack, gave this ac- 
count of bailad origins in lumber 
camps: 

Something -happens, then the 
boys get together, and some one 
who sings better than the rest 
starts & song. and the others help. 


Mr. Reid’s memory had been set in

tin makes the charge that 
the women of the United States are 
using their newly acquired political 
power to promote paternalism in 
government. ‘She mentions a num- 
ber of measures which have been or 
are being advocated\by women, each 
of which calls for Federai legislation 
on matters which should properly 
be left to the separate States. Among 
these are the Sheppard-Towner law, 
designed to secure through combined 
Federal and State aid the protection 
of mothers and new-born babies; the 
~ Cable law, establishing the right of 
a married woman to citizenship in- 
dependent of her husband; the pro- 
posed child labor amendment to the 
Constitution; and the proposed: uni- 
form divorce law. . Mrs. Martin 
makes no criticism ‘of the purposes 
of these laws, but she maintains 
that they represent a dangerous ten- 
dency toward centralization in gov- 
ernment. She attributes the ten- 
dency of: women to favor such laws 
to several causes—first of all, to the 
“‘father complex,’’ resulting from 
the necessity which woman has been 
under all through the ages to appeal 
to the head of the family on all vital 
questions. She finds; too, that 
women: are even more _ ready than 
Men to accept |} 
tioningly, and. for that reason “that 
the sentiment in favor of these lat. 
represents, not the “matured jutlg- 
ment of the members of the various 
women’s organizations, but merely 
that of the leaders. She also fears 
that the demand for Federal legisla- 
tion on such subjects is due in part 
to woman's desire for quick results, 
to her unwillingness to wait pa- 
tiently until the separate States have 
worked out’ the problems involved 
each in its own way. On the ques- 
tion of uniform divorce Mrs. Martin 
makes this suggestion: 

Why not draft a model divorce 
law; then persuade some one 
State—New York State has a pro- 
-verbially .bad law—to try it out?

John Wilson Croker, comprising 
more than a thousand autograph let- 
ters. The weight. of this and other 
ponderous collections in“the sale is 
not given, but it seems as if a ton 
of paper must have been employed 
to provide for material that com- 
prises the subject of this catalogue. 
Prophecy is at best a risky business, 
but it is certain that most of these 
bulky -lots will not fetch their weight 
in gold.. As a matter of fact, if we 
are to draw any conclusions from 
experience, buyers are more apa- 
thetic and prices more inclined to 
droop when an auction sale is com- 
posed of such masses of kindred ma- 

terial as is this Pearson sale. 

The material offered here becomes 
oppressive from sheer quantity, 
lessening the charm inherent in some 
of these pieces. It i8-only when one 
stumbles ‘on such letters as that of 
Aretino, or the little note of Thomas 
Gainsborough to Sir Joshua Reyn- 
olds, or Washington’s letter replying 
to the Congratulatory Address upon 
his entry into New York that. one’s 
interest: is revived. The Aretino let- 
ter is exceptional if it be true’ that 
his correspondente ordinarily dis- 
Plays a nature hypocritical, base and 
boastful, for for this he would win 
only praise from the virtuous. It 
was addressed in 1556 to Don Fer- 
rante Gonzaga (Duke of Molfetta), 
and in condensed translation reads:

No other letter of Gainsborough to 
Sir Joshua Reynolds is known: be- 
yond the one in™this catalogue. It 
refers to Gainsborough’s picture, 
“Girl With Pigs,’’: which Sir Joshua 
Reynolds sold for him-for 40.guineas 
more than he asked for it, and it is 
brief enough to find space here: 
“Sir Joshua: I think myself highly 
fonour’d, and much obliged to you 
for this singular mark of your favor; 
I may truly say I have brought my 
Piggs [sic] to a fine market. Dear 
Sir, Your ever obliged and obedient 
servant, Tho. Gainsborough.” 

- In another and excellent letter of 
Gainsborough’s (lot 295 {[1]}) he 
writes to Lord Dartmouth that 

*‘nothing can be miore absurd than 
the foolish custom of painters dress- 
ing people like Scaramouches, and 
expecting the likeness to appear. 
* * * A tune may be so confused 
by a false bass—that is, if it is ever 
s0 plain, sirhple and full. of meaning 
it shalt become a jumble of non- 


sense, and just se shall a handsome 


facé be overset by a fictitious bundle 
of trumpéry of the foolish painter's 
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own inventing. * .* * But where

G. Rossetti,- Rubens, Ruskin, Vol- 
taire, the Wesley family, Zola, and 
long series of documents of the rulers 
of England, Scotland, France, Den- 
mark and Sweden- 

How this list might have been en- 
livened by some of .the great, familiar 
names: Lamb, Shelley, Keats, John- 
son, or, say, @ modérn man like Kip- 
ling. Apropos of Kipling and auto- 
graphs, there is a tale that should 
be better known. - It» had best, per- 
haps, be régarded as apocryphal.. It 
is said that an enterprising American 
once wrote; ‘‘Dear Mr. Kipling: I 
understand that you are getting 
a dollar for every word you 
write. Enclosed please find a dollar 
for which kindly send me a sample." 
To this the great man responded 
with the one word ‘“Thanks’’ on a 
sheet of paper. A month later came 
the sequel in the shape of a note 
which read: ‘‘Dear Mr. Kipling: 
Very much obliged. I 
‘Thanks’ anecdote for $2. Enclosed 
you will find 46 cents—your share 
of the profits, less postage.’’

‘““The Road-Books and Itineraries 
of Great Britain, 1570 to 1850,” is 
another recent issue of the Cam- 
bridge University Press,-and it is a 
catalogue of its subject with an in- 
troduction by Sir .Herbert George 
Fordham. Five hundred copies only 
are for sale. The Macmillans will 
handle both of these books in this 
country. 


The resources of a great art library 
are now available to the interested 
public by the opening of the Frick 
Art Reference Library,. which has 
been in the process of formation for 
the past four years. This institute 
will. place at the disposal of research 


workers a Collection of 37;000 photo- |‘ 


graphs of paintings and drawings 
that reach back from today’s work to 
that of the twelfth century. There 
are, as well, 7,000 sales catalogues, 
and a library of more than 5,000 ref- 
erence books. 

Although the number of photo- 
graphs given above may strike one 
as enormous; it represents but the 
well-rounded beginning of what it 
must eventually consist of if it is to 
approach completion.

I.—On the Brown Train 
T -first sight, at least, a journey te 
Moscow has today become a banal 
affair. One no longer experiences 
a mysterious shudder of the spine at 
the thought of af- 
fronting Bolshevist Russia. 
Perhaps in Paris you could 
still create your little effect 
by quietly announcing: “I 
am going to Moscow.’” But 
in Warsaw, which is one of 
the two or three jumping- 
off places for Russia, you 
neither surprise nor interest * 
anybody. 
The hotel porter will reply 
quite unmoved, while. turn- 
ing the leaves of the rail- 
road guide: ‘Moscow? Cer- 
tainly. You must take the 
‘brown train’ “s 21: 30. 
Shall T gag ing 
berth for Monsieur?” : 
This will at once give you 
a feeling of security and 
comfort, and you will start 
off without the slightest 
qualm, as if you were 
merely going to Marseilles. 
In reality, however, it is 
nevertheless a little bit 
more complicated. First, 
there is a difference be- 
tween the ‘‘brown train” 
and-the ‘‘blue train’’ (the 
famous Mediterranean ex- 
press)—it leaves only once a 
week, on Friday; and even 
so it is sometimes sup- 
pressed for reasons of a 
higher and impenetrable or- 
der. Then you must be fur- 
nished with a visa, which is 
a long and tedious business 
for the ordinary mortal who 
is not engaged on some 
official mission. 
-As for me, I had. made 
my arrangements, for I 
knewW the ropes, this being 
my- *fourth trip to Soviet 
Russia via” Warsaw, via 
Riga and via Koenigsberg 
(by air). So I this time 
took the “brown train” at 
Warsaw. It has been bap- 
tized ‘‘brown train’’ prob- 
ably in view of the rather 
shady and indefinite color 
of. its passengers. I was 
able to examine them close- 
ly, as I had been unable 
to obtain a sleeper. There 
were five of them in my 
compartment, two. women 
and three men, all Russian. 
Two came from Berlin, two 
others from Prague and 
Vienna, and the fifth, a 
weedy - looking little dark 
fellow, from Paris. So far 
as I could gather, they 
were all more or less diplo- 
matic or consular agents. 
There was, however, noth- 
ing diplomatic about their 
eonversation. All through 
the night, my eyes half 
closed, I heard a monot- 
enous murmur of figures 
merging with the sound of 
the wheels on the track. : 
While ceaselessly handing each other bits of 
chocolate and cigarettes my neighbors dis- 
cussed ‘the stock market, the rise of the 
franc, the troublesome stabilization of Ger- 
man, Austrian aad Polish currencies. Once 
I even heard something like the crisp sound 
of crumpled paper and, opening my eyes, 
saw & gentleman wearing a Russian blouse 
with straight turned-up collar exchanging 
little multicolored piecés of paper’ with his 
neighbor. 
It had been light for some time when a 
Polish gendarme passed through the car and 
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told us to get Pee our passports, as we 
were nearing the frontier. The train was 
passing through a never-ending forest of 
pines. Then suddenly we entered on to a 
snow-covered desert. It might have been a 
polar landscape. One felt thousands of miles 
away from Europe and from all civilization. 

At Stolpce the travelers, walking in Indian 
file along a narrow track through the snow, 
boarded the Soviet train which stood, warm

A little later I had 
the same impression at the Opera— 
where, by the way, each seat cost 
me two tchervontsi: that is to 
say, $10. .But the spectators who 
had thus disbursed 160 francs to hear 
**Carmen”’ had an impossible appear- 
ance. Topboots, black or red shirts 
and leather caps were the rule, and 
the women, so elégant the previous 
year, were dressed in ill-assorted 
odds and ends, while sable furs had 
been replaced by woolen scarfs and 
shawis. These precautions seemed 
to me childish enough, as, logically, 
the mere fact of their presence there 
must compromise them. — 

I was, indeed, a little later, to wit- 
ness a really extraordinary scene. 
The second interval had just ended 
and the curtain was about to rise on 
the third act when, coming from the 
right and the left, about a hundred 
tchekists entered. Very quickly 
they isolated the first four rows of 
orchestra stalls and one of them 
shouted in a hoarse voice: 

‘*Let the spectators occupying the 
front four rows get up and follow us. 
We will not use force if everybody 
obeys immediately.’’ 

It must be explained that in Rus- 
sia the price of theatre tickets varies 
from one row to another, so that a 
seat in the front row costs four or 
five times as much as one in the 
back row. Luckily for ourselves we 
were not seated in the front rows. 

“Is this a police raid?’’ I asked a 
topbooted and red-shirted neighbor 
in surprise. **Do they do this often?” 

“I don’t think so,’’ came the reply. 
"It is new. They have invented this 
means of sifting people and of sepa- 
rating the large from the small fry. 
It is not stupid—not stupid at all. 
Now that the Bourse and the gam- 
bling clubs are closed they must 
come to the theatre to discover 
things. The next time I think it 
will be wiser to take a seat up there 
in the gallery.’’ 

**But what on earth?’’ I asked, this 
time turning to my friend, “‘is- the 
object pursued by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment? Why this chase of the 
new rich, following the orgies of the 
Nep?"”’ 

“You ought, my friend, to try to 
learn the terms of Lenin’s will. It 
is highly interesting and, I under- 
stand, it explains everything.’’ 


IV.—Told by.a Nepman 


CHANGE has come over Mos- 
cow since 1922 and 1923. This 
change can be’ expressed by the 

almost chemical : 


following formula: 
The N. E. P. has been replaced by 
the 8. E. P. 

The N. E, P., as you no doubt 
know, ‘is the new economic policy 
which two years, and even one year, 
ago manifested itself by the budding 
forth of a host of stores, restau- 
rants, elegant toilets and luxurious 
carriages. metamorphosis . of . 
communism very favorably _ im- 
pressed certain ‘foreign personalities 
then visiting Russia. ‘‘They are be- 
coming honorable bourgeois,” de- 
clared and wrote one of these emi- 
nent explorers. 

This praise was not quite to the 
taste of certain ‘‘pure’’ Boilsheviki. 
I was informed that Lenin when 
reading them during one of his brief 
moments of lucidity had an outburst 
of truly Red anger. 

As for the 8. E. P., it is simply 
the old (staraia) economic policy. 
This return to the old system pri- 
marily translates itseif by hunting 
the rich, as I have previously en- 
deavored to show. It has also, as I 
have ‘pointed out, altered the aspect 
of Moscow and of its inhabitants. 
Peaple are trying to assume the 
poor, proletarian appearance of 1920, 
and all the stores selling ‘luxury 
articles” or foodstuffs which are not 
Government controlied have been 
suppressed or are being liquidated. 
I would even go so far as to say 
that the 8S. E. P. has changed the 
very air of Moscow. One notices 
this during the first hot days. All 
those old rags, rotted with perspira- 
tion, mud and dust, finally produce 


-a@ specific smell, a smell of poverty, 


a smell: of Russian barracks, of bad 
ventilation, of wet dog, of smoked 
sausage—in a word, a Smell of Bol- 
shevism — which penetrates you, 
which you are reminded of every 
tinute, which becomes the leitmotif 
of your sojourn. 

Why this change? Why this‘ re- 
turn to ‘the past? Is it demagogy or 
& modification of the spirit of the 








rulers? Or are there, perhaps, feri- 
ous and profound economic reasons?

cheese. Ivan Arkadievitch, wearing 
a white apron, received me with 
great cordiality. ~— f 

“‘Well,” I said, as we entered the 
back office, ‘‘business is good, I 

“Oh, no,*’ he replied very quietly 
and without undue sadness, “it is 
the end. I shall be forced to liqui- 
date and hand over to the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

*‘And what about your houses?’’ 

“Just the same. It is a pity. I 
had just put in steam heating and 
built new. roofs. I will only have 
enjoyed possession for two years. 
Well,. it cannot be helped.'’ 


*‘And you considem this fair andj}

I have always admired this faculty 


of Russians to generalize every- bi 


thing. They are incapable of argu-

Speak 
to them about their little private af- 
fairs, and they will soon be speaking 
about the city, then the State, then 
Europe, then the terrestrial globe. 
But even then they will feel ham- 
—pered.and limitéd, and they will only 
stop when they have reached plane- 
tary and astronomical considerations. 

Ivan Arkadievitch thought for a 
moment, then -suddenly he became 
excited, and a flame of enthusiasm 
shone in his blue eyes. 

‘*‘Don’t you understand, Guenrikh 
Tevguenievitch,’’ he cried, ‘‘that it is 
astonishing, prodigious, what they 
have done, these huskies (molodtsy) 
of the Kremlin? Two years ago 
Russia was completely down and 
out, she was like an empty sack, 
and one might well have believed 
her fields would never again grow 
grain, and that even the pigs would 
neyer again have litters. The houses 
were craeking and falling down, and 
it was a regular affair of State to 
obtain: enough cloth for a pair of 
trousers. 

“Then, suddenly they said to the

Recently 
they announced that they would at 
the State Bank exchange tcher- 
vontsi for dollars at a high rate.

And to 
ascribe it to a memory of the women 
of the prairie schooner days—the wo- 
men whose bravery t heart into 
the men*who made Way with the 
rifle for the plow; the women who 
are no less heroic becauge it is the 
male pioneer who gets cast in bronze 
for the public park. 

Whatever the reason, and allowing

Far from that. It is merely a rec- 
ord of facts. It would be folly to in- 
timate that any young woman who 
ever dreamed of the peaceful exist- 
ence of a farm could drop the mani- 
cure file and proceed at once to 
teach a disogderly bronco better 
manners. Or t any stenographer 
could halt in the midst of stamping 
“dictated but not read’’ on a letter 
and coax a record crop of grapes 
from the vines even in that heaven 
of vineyards that is in the region of 
Grant's Pass. 

Young women fail as often as 
young men. The familiar illusion of 
easy wealth through the keeping of 
chickens, laying so many eggs per 
day and allowing for casualties, 
turns out to be an illusion with. 
faultless regularity. And a roman- 
tic determination is not enough 
without a practical knowledge of the 
uses of fertilizer. | 

These things are true. But it is 
also. true that there are a great num- 
ber of women, pioneers of a new age 
in a new territory, who have blazed 
the way no less than the pioneers 
who braved known dangers and en- 
dured hardships in an earlier era. 
And there are others as enger for 
the gamble. 

They are in the endless caravan of 
modern covered wagons that is mov- 
ing from the East coast to the West 
—the tens of thousands of tourists by 
motor and by rail who will invade 





the Northwest before the season is 
done. It is remarkable how often 
one encounters young women travel- 
ing single-handed in the mass of 
tourists. 3 

This year more than ever they may 
be seen pluckily fighting their way. 
in cheap, battered cars, over trails 
2,000 miles and more™ from their 
familiar city gtreets. Far away from 
home and, as often as not, making 
an amateurish camp at. night in the 
heart of the forest or the mountains ~ 
—and in their eyes and on their lips 
the beginning of that free, self-re- 
ljant smile. Forty per cent. of these 
young women, if the always moder- 
ate figures of Oregon statisticians do 
not mislead, are traveling not only 
“‘for to admire and for to see,’’ but 
to select.a new living place and a 
new -Hfe. Ten per cent—to under- 
bid, if possible, the hesitant Ore- 
gonian—would be an astounding 
number. ‘ 

Not all of them will find the fulffil- 
iment of their dreams. It would be 
depressing to ask, among human be- 
ings, how many do. But all of them 
will find the great joy of having 
reached for this fulfillment; of hav- 
ing made the effort. For a while, 
at least, they will find the freedom 
for which they became refugees. And 
always they will know the song that 
the wind sings as it sweeps through 
the canyons, as it rides high ov 
the pounding ocean and as it plays 
in orchards of pink and| white. 

It sound a little too enthusiastic, 
even yet. Almost poetic, in a third- 
tate sort of way.

N front of a basement bar- 
ber shop, not far from Greeley 
Square, hangs a sign with 
this inscription: 


Haircutting Treated as a Fine Art. 
Established 1872. 


It is a typical off Broadway street 
im the Thirties, a conglomerate of 
conventional business in up-to-date 

iidings and cheap restaurants and 
small industries in former 
homes sadly run down. . The sign 
mentioned would be overlooked by 
my. but a deliberate and keen-eyed 
masser-by. The more’s the pity, for 
here is a brave struggle to perpetu- 
ite what was once recognized by all 
New Yorkers of taste and discern- 
ment as a worthy ‘endeavor to en- 
hance the beauty and elevate the 

stic appreciation of our worthiest 
eftizens. Charles A. Dana, Thomas 
Hitchcock, the famous ‘Matthew 
Marshall of the old Sun, Edward 
Lauterbach, John Roach and a score 
of other significant names recur to 
me as patrons of the founder of this 
enterprise. 

‘In a prominent part of the shop 
rests a bust of him, done by a 
sculptor patriot in appreciation of 
the distinction. which the clever 
knight of the shears brought to a 
somewhat disregarded profession. It 
remained for a Frenchman to pique 
the interest of worth-while New 
Yorkers, to demonstrate that one 
might cut the locks of humanity and 
still] be a sage and a philosopher, 
hence another Frenchman ~ has 
thought it meet to perpetuate his 
physiognomy so that future genera- 
tions may see for themselves what 
manner of man this was. 

. There must be at least a score of 
New Yorkers who have been dis- 
consolate ever since an unhappy fate 
teok Henri Poujol from his artistic 
and useful labors. The majority of 
them remain. loyal to his successors, 
who aim with all their powers to 
Maintain the high standards set by 
the founder. But, alas! masters in 

ay art are not made by mere indus- 
try and application, and it would be 
hopeless to expect the same artistry 

nd finesse in the pupils, however 
sincere their ‘strivings. 

_-They.do well, exceedingly -well, but 
Some of those who_knew the master 
and reveled in his delicate and fin-

ished ministrations were unable to 
subject their beards to lesser hands 
and have either become like Clodion 
the Longbeard, who kept beard 
im an umbrella cover to keep from 
stepping on it, or—how~the great 
man would have wept at this dese- 
cration of his labors!—have suc- 
sumbed to the decadent prevailing 
fashion and shaved their faces clean. 

‘Except for its serenity of expres- 
sion, the face which looks out upon 
the curious from its place in the 
corner of the shop gives little hint 
of the man that’ was. A broad face, 
whose breadth is somewhat accentu- 
ated by closely cropped whiskers. 
The chin is bare and the more prom- 
inent for these.same whiskers, which 
leads one to believe that our sage 
was aware of the popular theory that 
strong chins denote strong charac- 
ters. The forehead is low and the 
top of the head flat. The not too 
luxuriant hair is parted in the mid- 
dle, brushed smoothly toward the 
sides and has the effect of a straight 

“bang” down front. 

A comfortable member of the bour- 
geoisie, one would say. Possibly a 
grocer. Not a suggestion of the phi- 
losopher, wit and artist who held 
sway in the days when the leaders 
of the nation nursed their beards as 


they now nurse their safety razors. 


Smooth faces have become so over- 
‘whelmingly common that the one- 
time habit of poking fun at beards 
and whiskers has faded away. Here 
and there one—like our old friend 
Willis Holly—who - refuses to , be 
coerced by the mob, ‘but these cou- 
rageous exceptions are scarcely vis- 
ae in the crowd. . But not so many 

ago men of consequence were 
picitnd te some kind of hirsute 
facial adornment. The unkindness 
of fate in the matter of features 
could be minimized by skillful bar- 
bers, and here Poujol was beyond 
competition. His artistic instincts 
enabled him to.choose for each client 


that form of beard which most en-}° 


hanced his manly beauty. 

Thus the pointed chin was con- 
cealed if the beard & la Henri 
Quatre; that is, broad at the bottom 
and divided slightly up the . centre. 
The too broad face was proportion- 
ately. elongated by the beard a ia 
Duc de Guise, who, though infamous 
in history as the instigator of the 





Bartholomew massacre, seems never- 
theless to have had taste in the 
framing of his features. Not so 
strange, perhaps, for is not the. vil- 
lain invariable the Handsomest male 
in the play? Honest men may have 
faces of dough, but the wicked must 
be as the birds of paradise. 

In that rare and valued volume, 
full of quaint conceits and sound 
philosophy, entitled, ‘‘Figaro in New 
York,” which is Poujofs bequest to 
the world, and to New York in partic- 
ular, is expounded the basic principle 
of his art—that nothing is so beau- 
tiful as nature. Ergo, why eliminate 
her works? Why remove the beard, 
the pride of warriors and statesmen 
thrétughout the ages? Here is an 
asset which, had it been given to the 
ladies, they would never have sac- 
rificed. Just to look about one is to 
find abundant proof of the advan- 
tage the male possesses. How ugly 
the great majority of these faces in 
the passing throng! Yet it is largely 
the fault‘of their owners. A mus- 
tache under that big, flaring nose, a 
cover to that retreating chin, and 
the transformation would be extraor- 
dinary. It is the poor; homely wo- 
man who is bereft of these opportu- 
nities—and paint and powder are but 
poor substitutes. 

Nevertheless, Poujol was suffi- 
ciently open minded: to agree that in 
certain cases a smooth face might 
be the more fitting, and. his opposi- 
tion to the razor never equaled that 
which -he showed for the clippers. 
“*"What!’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘use a mow- 
ing machine on a man’s head! To 
what advantage? That his ears ap- 
pear the larger? Would Beau Brum- 
méll and the Count d’Orsay have 
achieved their reputations had their 
hair been cut by machinery?’’ 

Loyalty to his vocation was as 
‘marked a trait of the Learned Bar- 
ber as was fidelity to his ideals. All 





ture’s endowments—they must have 
been irresistible as they paraded the 
Champs Elysées of their day. Com- 
menting upon their inferior position 
in’ New York, -Poujol.. demanded: 
“Why should-not a barber have as 
much intellect and wit as a_ seller 
of toothpicks or a president of an in- 
surance company?’’ 

To be sure, he recognized that 
some of the disrepute was deserved, 
and was loud in scorn of the ‘‘ton- 
sorial -artists’’. who had invaded the 
profession with no previous training, 
Many only recent graduates from 
blacking shoes and brushing clothes. 
But these were impostors, not bar- 
bers. The vocation itself had “no 
peculiarity to shrink the brains’’ of 
those who followed it. The French 
barbers ‘proved the contrary. Tas- 
min, a humble hairdresser of Agen, 
wrote such exquisite poetry that not 
only was he made a. member gf the 
Institute but he was in constant de- 
mand for social functions of every 
sort. Caumont, perfector of that 
most valuable tool of the artist, the 
curling iron, was one of the recog- 
nized wits during the reign of Louis 
Napoleon. There were numerous 
others, and in our own day the Paris 


journalists adorned their columns. 


with the’ sayings of Lespés, whose 
salons in the Boulevard Montmartre 
were their favorite resort until his 
mysterious disappearance. 

However, it is the bust and not the 
man which held my. attention . the 
other day.

This was disclosed a few years 
ago, statistically, by a survey made 
for the Parks and Playgrounds As- 
sociation. It was found that the 
Playground must be brought to the 
child, for not more than two or three 
children out of a hundred will ven- 
ture as much as four blocks to a 
playground. There has been con- 
siderable development of recreation 
centres of this sort since then, but, 
according to the findings of the 
Playground and Recreation Associa- 
tion of America, the facilities 
throughout the country have not 
kept pace with the growth of cities. 
Unsupervised ‘play has continued in 
the close-packed little villages which 
are bounded by four -streets. Word 
is passed from one to another; rules 
change and are adapted, varying 
block by block, for there is no Hoyle, 
and new names creep in for old 
games, all unnoted by the grown- 
up world which persists in disre- 
garding these serious matters. 

They are not entirely overlooked, 
however. A study of the problem of 
what children do when left to them- 
selves is being made by the Russell 
Sage Fourdation for the Regional 
Plan of New York and Its Environs. 
It is a recreation -study for use in 
the planning of playgrounds and

- Between January and July of last 
year 13,000 children were observed 
in six Manhattan districts, scattered 
from the lower east side to Harlem. 
Of these children, of whom few were 
as old as 14 years, 25 per cent. were 
Playing recognized games, . 21. per 
cent. were occupied with such_ soli- 
taire amusements as making mud 
pies or wheeling doll carriages, while 
54 per cent. were strolling or just 
looking on. : 

Looking on—that is the grea’ 
game of all, and very likely the 
est. It. is like the other games, 
however, in this: it is an expression 
of.the child’s wish to sharé-in the 
world’s doing. To quote a line from 
an old neighborhood report: ‘‘A bar- 
rel factory is the chief centre of in- 
terest to ‘the boys, although it. cannot 
be ascertained why it is attractive.” 
A mystery to the adult, yet it comes 
close to childhood, which creates a- 
mimic world and senses somehow 
that Jack Horner was a Bishop be- 
fore he grew ddwn. ‘It is because of 
this that children treasure junk. . A’ 
broken crock, a rusty crew: it is 
something that goes, that works—or 
did once—and therefore is linked 
with the real world. It is something 
with which to make.

been available on what children do 
on the ‘streets, he continues, al- 
though the numbers are proportion- 
ately fewer now than fifteen years 
ago, possibly because of the growth 
of the movies. Children near play- 
grounds are more given to organized 
games than those outside the range 
of influence.. Idke others who have 
studied the subject, Mr. Storey has 
found that children show little cre- 
ativeriess in their play; they imitate 
and pass on the rules by word of 
mouth.

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_ TURNING PENTHOUSES INTO PALACES 


The Growing Fashion of Founding Your House and Garden Moon a City Roof

HERE was a time, ‘tis said, 
when the waving of a wand 
transformed cottagesginto 
castles. Something of the 

same sort of thing is ‘taking 
- place in this:year of our Lord 1924 
in the City of New York, with this 
difference—the wand is an architect’s 
rule. Through the magic of its 
power, penthouses are being changed 

into ‘‘palaces.”’ 

The penthouse is that odd-looking 
bandbox perched on the roof of a 
building, sharing its exalted position 
in the world with the water tank. 
I’ntil comparatively recently it was 
used as a lodging for caretakers. 
But along came a dreamer who loved 
freedom, the blue overhead, the sun 
and the wind. He saw in the little 
house on the roof the possibility of a 

‘ redl dwelling place. and an almost 

Alpine existence. That was perhaps 
-a decade ago. 

It always 4akes one to set a 
fashion; time does the rest. Now it 
has become the mode., Penthouses 
are being turned into palaces in 
every section of the city. Brides are 
movmeg into them. Bachelors are 
building: them. When negotiations 
are made for a new building it is 
customary for friends of the pur- 
chaser to put in their application for 
the roof. If the prospective builder 
has not already planned to regerve 
those rights for himself, he leases 
the space or contracts to erect a 
penthouse apartment. 

“You lease the roof, we will’ build 
the apartment,” is the alluring offer 
made by the owners of a ten-story 
upper Fifth Avenue building. 

Evidence of the popularity of the 
penthouse as a place of abode is 
found in the “To rent” columns of 
the newspapers. There are many ad- 
vertisements telling of the wonders 
of living high above the. noise of the 
busy streets. One large real estate 
firm admits an increasing demand 
for roof dwellings and a growing 
supply. The agent shows no surprise 
when asked whether he “knows of 
any vacant bungalow on top of a 
skyscraper.” 

“You mean a penthouse apart- 
ment,” he replies with a smile, 
politely calling attention to the tech- 
nical term: “Certainly. In what 
neighborhood do you prefer to live?” 

And, fingering his index cards, he 
proceeds to extract any number: 
“Here is one on the fourteenth floor 
{what he really means is the roof 
_ above the thirteenth’ floor!); four 
rooms at $5,000. Or would you pre- 
fer something not quite so high?’’ 
The visitor explains that the height 


of the buliding is not disconcerting,- 


but the loftiness of the price—: 
“How. about this one at $3,0007 
Could you wait a few months? There 
is-one in construction now—” And 
he produces a blueprint. 

There is no penthouse apartment 


without its terrace, and many have 
little nooks where miniature gardens 
thrive. The new ones, those that 
have not been stamped with the per- 
sonality of inhabitants, stimulate the 
creative mind with an infinite’ va- 
riety of possibilities. The red brick 
parapet (broken by white columns 
between which chimney pots and 
towers are visible), that makes the 
perilous heights of such a mid-air 
terrace safe, suggests that trailing 
vines might be coaxed to climb it. 
Its warm hue awakens the imagina- 
tion to its charm as a background for 
evenly spaced evergreen trees. Once 
fancy has found its wings, awnings 
seem to appear out of the nowhere, 
their gay stripes slanting out beyond 
the door and windows to scalloped 
edges that move gently back and 
forth in the breeze. In the shade, 
wicker chairs and a tea table, bright 
cushions on the floor, and a dog 
sleeping in the coolness of the stucco 
wall. The little house itself, consist- 
ing of living room, dining room, bed- 
room, kitchen and bath, seems of a 
sudden completely furnished—a table 
and chairs to match, a highboy or 
two, chintz curtains and all the rest. 

As for the actual realization of 
what inspiration can accomplish, 
nothing can be more perfect than the 
Italian villa which crowns an apart- 
ment house on West Fifty-seventh 


Street. This diminutive Garden of 
Eden is enclosed in a dark green row. 
of Japanese pines, standing guard 
over the flower beds, the pool, and 
the lawn on which proud pheasants 
strut. There are bird houses in the 
trees and birds in them, too; speckled 
trout in the basin of the fountain; 
rows of tulips line the edges of the 
garden wall; and one after another 
flowers bloom in season. Squirrels 
scuttle along the edge of the parapet 
and dare not look down for fear of 
getting dizzy. 

The house itself is complete in 
every detail. Aside from the cus- 
tomary comforts, there are a gym- 
nasium, a golf course (space to prac- 
tice on), and on the roof.of roofs a 
pigeon house. 

This bit of outdoor levvtiionas ras 
created by Charlies K. Eagle on the 
roof of the building of which he is 
the owner, at 171 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. 

“‘My wife and I,”’ said Mr. Eagle, 
**have always loved the country and 
growing things, flowers and birds. 
When we were last in California we 
dreamed a dream. Why should we 
have to leave town in search of the 
things that made us happy? Why 
could we not find a means of bring- 
ing them to us. I consulted with 
engineers and gardeners and found 
that with a sufficient amount of 
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steel reinforcement a roof could be 
made to support not only the house 
I wanted to build on it but also the 
three feet of soil which I was told 
were necessary for the garden I 
wished to plant. B 

“People are apt to think that such 
@ venture as mine is a great extrav- 
agance. It is not the case. My 
house 4nd garden stand on a surface 
covering 10,000 square feet in one of 
the sections of town where real es- 
tate is valued at a high price. Its 
actual cost to me was $10,000! The 
additional amount of steel needed to 
support the weight of the roof was 
worth $8,000 and for the earth I 
paid $2,000. I am saying this sim- 
ply because I want those who have 
never tried this experiment to know 
that not only has it an esthetic but 
it has also an economic vaiue. There 
is no waste space in a building where 
the roof is utilized. I pay no rent, 
nor am I, as would be the case if I 
did not have my ‘solarium,’ as I 
call it, obliged to take up space in 
my own building. ~ 

‘*The average roof, with its chim- 
ney pots, penthouses and clothes- 
lines is an ugly. thing to look down 
upon. There is no reason why it 
should not be made beautiful.’’ 

Mr. Eagie’s house was built two 
years ago. He has found it so prac- 
tical and enjoyable that he hardly

cares to leave it. The moisture of 
the earth and the growing things 
tend to keep the air about his house 
cool and fresh during the Summer 
heat; on the other hand, thé warmth 
of the house below helps to counter- 
act the cold of the Winter. 

“The grass stayed green through- 
out almost the entire year, and the 
firs helped to give the illusion that 
we were in California,”’ he said. 

The transformatton of a penhouse 
consisting of four rooms into a pal- 
ace, the interior of which carries the 
spirit of the visitor to far-off lands, 
took place a few years ago on top 
of the twenty-story office building 
at the corner of Forty-fifth Street 
and Vanderbilt Avenue. Nothing 
could be more perfect than this roof 
dwelling, which the architect, 
Thomas Hastings, built for himself. 
To reach it one must pass through. 
the offices of Carrétre & Hastings and 
mount one floor higher. 

The apartment covers virtually the 
entire roof and has about fifteen 
rooms. The main room, or studio, 
as Mr. Hastings calls it, is fifty feet 
long by twenty-three feet in width. 
Its giabled ceiling slopes up to a 
height of twenty-five feet. Aside 
from the view, this particular fea- 
ture is the “room’s’’ greatest beauty, 
and is one which the ordinary house 
could not accommodate. On the 
dark paneled walls hang rare tapes- 
tries, while antique furniture from 
Italy and England give the studio 
an Old World air. 

“We started in a very simple 
way,” explained Mr. Hastings. ‘‘Our 
nest in the sky originated in the 
penthouse, It consisted of a few 
rooms and a kitchenette. In the be- 
ginning we used it occasionally on 
the nights when, our town house be- 
ing closed, we stayed in the city: It 
was not long until we learned that 
it was gerfectly feasible to live on a 
roof. We found the air and the sky 
and the sunshine wonderfully stim-_ 
ulating. 

“I made arrangements with the 
proprietor of the building whereby 
I could lease the roof for ten years 
and build the type of place that 
pleased me on it. So I became my 
own architect, my own builder, and 
my. own landlord. I am,’’ laughed 
Mr. Hastings, “like the tradespeople 
who live above their shops."’ 

Even the Plaza roof is not without 
its penthouse palace; andon the fop 
of the Park-Lexington Building, = 
fs said, one of the handsomést 
town is under construction, In on 
financial district there are several— 
one on the Cunard Building, another 
on the Munson Building. If the fad, 
and it appears to have passed that 
stage, continues, the City of New 
York may be known to future gen- 
erations as the home of the “roof

He was- not always the Dog Man. 
President Harding christened and re- 
ferred to him under the resounding 
nomen of ‘‘Master of the Hounds.”’ 
Mr. Coolidge, however, prefers him 
to be known simply as the Dog Man, 
though among other of his desultory 
and diversified activities today he 
is still “Master of the Hounds.” 
Such are the vicissitudes of a chang- 
ing régime! He carried Mr. Wilson 
about the grounds of the ~White 
’ House during those last Presidential 

days.. Now he checks in the um- 

brelias, parcels, cameras from the 
visitors and sightseers to the Capi- 
tol in his ‘‘off’’ time from tending 
the hounds ana the dogs and other 
strange animals which loyal Amer- 
icans are moveg to present to their 

President. Thus are the mighty 

fallen! Above all things, however, 

the Dog Man is a philosopher—with 
many a hint to spare for court: fa- 
vorites of the past and the present. 

I hardly know where to begin ade- 
quately to convey the extent, va- 
riety and uniqueness of that ample 
store of piquant data about Presi- 
dential idiosyncrasies that lies just 
below the dusky surface of the Dog 
Man’s exterior...

It is. not difficult to -understand

ington shops where he was a daily 
visitor, to haggle prices with them 
and negotiate delicate errands for 
the fair one at the White House. 
He has a ‘‘way’’ with him. This I 
observed when we retired from the 
kenneis to the halls of the White 
House to check up the’ ubiquitous 
cameras and mysterious looking 
packages of the visitors.

exterior, with his shining and not 
too kinky hair, multicolored socks 
with tie to match, meticulously fit- 
ting suit and chaste white shirt 
front—not more white, however than 
his teeth. He has a rather roguish 
looking face that reflects a firm 
kindliness and patience with _the 
homogeneous streams of sightseers 
and their impossible parcels and 
contraptions. His: ‘‘Mam; your 
camera,” is so altogether irresistible ; 
and ‘‘Mam’'s” camera is transferred 
to the Dog Man's table, and she is 
smiling back in that dusky, smiling 
face before she is aware of the 
change of hands. His approach is 
so.certain and so sympathetic; so 
cordial and so cultured. : 

I gather that he is simply ‘‘kill- 
ing’’ in evening dress. ‘‘At recep- 
tions, of course, I always wear eve- 
ning dress,’’ he proceeded gravely.

The Dog Man, I learned, takes more 
than a passing interest.in the. dip- 
lomatic visits to the White House— 
and their political portents, natienal 
and international. He can trace many 
a big issue from stray visits and 
amall beginnings; epic days in Con- 
gress to seemingly innocuous after 
dinner chit-chat in the smoking 
Toom. He takes a benevolent and 
paternal interest in the vicissitudes of 
each new President; and has.a deli- 
ciously individual point of view. You 
must tread carefully, however, at 
this stage. He rigorously censors 
all utterance by a nice and exacting 
sense of honor. ‘ 

But the White House lore is any 
man’s meat. I liked the Dog Man 
best on this topic. He seems to 
know -every bilade-of grass and 
every flower that blows. The num- 
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was an article a few 
weeks ago about the vanishing

UMMER exhibitions are pleas- 
art, that; for a long time, has 
been tdken for granted.

But 
the fact that one does expect a defi- 
nite little public and has in mind to 
please all around makes one arrange 
the Summer exhibition a shade too 
thoughtfully. You need to be a 
genius at iment in order to 
please all around and not betray 
-your worthy motive. And you-need 
to be a glutton for art to find it 
where it mischievously lurks just 
around the corner frémm the populous 
shopping neighborhoods. 

The glutton for art needs no ad- 
vice. But the gourmet sometimes 
would like to know just where he 
could get a light meal well assem- 
bled without going through an appe- 
tite-destroying menu. Send the 
gourmet to the museums. Override 
his objections: Tell him he need not 
begin with Cambodian or other ter- 
rific first course. There is no neces- 
sity for Greco or Rubens or Delacroix. 
You perfectly appreciate the fact that 
he prefers a full-flavored Daumier 

* cheese to the strawberries and creani 
of Renoir. But even Daumier—in 
Summer. And Lautrec is over acid. 
Matisse and Derain and those fellows 
are capital for a studio tea. jth 
plenty of talk. But what about some 
little place where you can have a few 
little tasty, commonplace, . perfect 
things, a duckling and a salad with 
the accent on the first syllable, the 
lettuce garden grown, and creamed 
potatoes as they did them in the 
northern .part of New York fifty 
years before the calory_ was born. 
Cives with the salad. Or else with 
the cheese, a .cottage-cheese made 
fresh, milk all pressed out, thick 
cream added: Fattening, of course, 
but what of it. The gourmet thinks 
it quite impossible to get that sort of 
thing at a museum, but it is not im- 
possible. All the ~ good museums 
could manage it at a pinch, and the 
Brooklyn Museum doesn’t even need 
the pinch.

Being an artist first 
and after that technician, the beauty 
of the night and the dignity of the 
human figures generalized into state- 
liness' were the first concern. You 
never would tire of the. picture 
and chiefly because it leaves you 
free. Nothing to tie you down to 
specific admirations or peering in- 
vestigation, All of it large and free 
in the very spirit of the dark and 
mysterious night. 

There are painters who apply the 
Greek finish to contemporary models 
—as you might mahoganize a per- 
fectly good pine table. That is a dif- 
ferent matter. If Mr. Hart got from 
the character of various woods his 
expression of beauty, according to 
the nec ty of a cabinet maker, he 
probably would choose woods that 
bear to one another a certain rela- 
tion. One can imagine’him as. work- 
ing with oak or maple or mahogany 
or the gloriously grained comino, but 
never with an imitative stain. Thus 
in his subjects he often chooses types

ing a moral, there are many other 
beautiful things among the water- 
colors.

The instructed moderns 
have no need for the contrast of a 
brown spot on their delectable fruit. 
The spirit of the age is against brown 
spots and hints of decay. Call it a 
decadent spirit or not, it is all for 
health of the physical man, fruit, and 
vegetable. The leaves against which 
the peaches rest curl with a fine 
spring, powerful, in a small way, like 
the spring of a panther’s curling 
tail. And the design, with its half- 
defined frame of piquant shapes in 
irregular rhythms, tells no tales of 
the deep self-consciousness to which 
“t owes its beauty. . 

Owen Merton's ‘‘Bermuda,’’ pur- 
ple, blue and green, less organically 
related; Mary Rogers’s ‘“Holly- 
hocks,’’ pure wash and heavy pig- 
ment, an adroit weaving of unlike 
qualities into a coherent impression;

subject chosen, and not because 
decency sells but because they like 
it and it naturally gets into their 
work.

ant than anything that could have 
been painted in our own country of 
shifting shelters. ‘“‘The Fence’’ takes 
its title from a dilapidated line of 
planed timbers, dreary buildings on 
the further side, dreary humans on 
the hither side, a family hastening 
with bundles, poverty, but hardly 
degradation, written across their 
physiognomy. 

There is a law court scene, more 
incisive than any of Daumier’s, but 
less ironic; there is an artist and 
amateur. subject, the model looking 
on of irony all compact, and there is 
a ballet subject at the other side of 
the nation from Degas and faintly 
sentimentalized. Forain sentimental- 
ist registers perfectly with Forain 
Academician. Always he has been 
both, nothwithstanding his unique 
genius. 


Zuloagas, too near to dazzle with 
their gay patchwork of colors. To 
see a row of Spanish opposite a row 
of French is ‘to. grasp one essential 
point of discrimination. When the 
Spaniard dreams he ‘‘dreams true,’’ 
the Frenchman goes astray ~ in 
dreams, The waking life for him.

Trois Frafellini,”’ 
clowns of a select order, inimitable 
Kings of Laughter and Absolute 
Rulers-of countless realms of fancy. 
Ten times a week they hold forth to 
the uproarious delight of their 
strangely bled audi 
The Fratellini are clowns. They 
are ‘all small in stature, but they 
must have perfectly enormous 
hearts. In addition to their artistic 
responsibilities they have eleven offi- 
cial children, and they have heen 
adopting one here and acquiring one 
there until-today they are not quite 
sure where they’stand. Of the three 
brothers, first there is Paul, the only 
one not born on foreign soil—at an- 
cient Catania in Sicily. With. his 
huge monocle he wears an absurd 
dress suit, constructed on the strang- 
est lines and well designed to force a 
tear of envy from Chaplin and a cry 
of horror from any honest tailor. 
Francois, with flaming ears like bat- 
wings and the pale green face of a 
- corpse, is 44, and was born in Mont- 
martre. Albert, just 37, is the 
youngster’ of the troupe, and first 
saw the light in Moscow. Inciden- 
tally the father of this interesting 
trio was a clown before them, and 
an Italian who was killed fighting 
with Garibaldi.

looking bombs, strange .dogs that 


‘change color, rag dolis that cry, col- 


lapsible ‘cellos and. cotton clubs. 
There are back fiops, dizzy falls, 
strange experiments with wind in- 
struments which. would delight Stra- 
vinsky, and a host of tricks perhaps 
suggested by the masters and cer- 
tainly designed. to catch their hospi- 
table eyes. -Sometimes a boy plays 
the violin or a young girl wanders in 
and commences toe dancing» And if 
one asks the young lady what all this 
has to do with clowns and laughter 
she will probably shrug her shoul- 
ders and say she is simply another 
pupil of les Fratellini. For one never 
knows to what far off channel 
of entertainment the Fratellini mind 
will suddenly dart. 

Just behind the empty banks of 
seats to which many lesser lights are 
displaying their tentative and pros- 
pective exhibits of humor, the horses, 
ponies and dogs are noisily consum- 
ing their noonday meal. ‘For trained 
animals are an important, if minor, 
asset of the Fratellini organization. 
In ftont of the bar of the promenade 
a troupe of Chinese acrobats are hav- 
ing a workout. 

Ah, but if one is fascinated.by the 
cosmopolitan bustle of the Cirque 
Medrano the tiny experimental lab- 
oratory of les trois Fratellini, just 
on the opposite side of the steps 
leading down to their dressing room 
is an even more fascinating place. 
Is a stuffed cat wanted at once? Or 
a quart of palatable shaving lather, 
& steel bar for the strong man to 
chew on, a pair of illuminated eyes 
or a porous bathtub? If it isn’t there 
the Fratellini will proceed to make 
it. And if it has yet to be invented,

depend upon it the Fratellini will 
invent it. This little workshop, 
jammed with the fantastic devices of 
three nimble brains, is the one re- 
treat of privacy permitted the Fra- 
tellini in a world of constant com- 
panionship crowded with workers, 
family, friends, and enthusiastic dis- 
ciples. By nature the Fratellini are 
thoroughly musical and their accom- 
Plishments on various instruments 
are quite formidable. But the rapt 
listener immersed in the strains of 
Debussy or Ravel is apt to be sud- 
denly sprayed by water from a magic 
flute, nat Mozart’s; a saxophone on 
a high B-flat may turn into several 
lengths of plumbers’ pipes. And the 
proud upright piano may quietly 
humble itself into. a daybed or 
shower the ring with dozens of 
broken teeth. 

Let an admirer come early and try 
to elbow his way into the crowded 
dressing room. There is an endless 
stream of- old friends and absolute 
strangers. And while the Fratellini 
are carefully putting on their ab- 
surd makeup it is quite-useless to 
analyze the babel-of furiously wag- 
ging tongues. The Fratellini will 
talk animatedly and almost at one 
and thé same time with’friends and 
strangers from the antipodes of Eu- 
rope. They will talk as readily and 


the Near,.East. The Fratellini have 
prior to their momentous arrival 
pursued their restless career in Paris 
for seven years, but for many years 
they trouped through every country 
in Europe and through’ much of 
Africa as well, always playing fa- 
miliarly in the language of the coun- 
try in whjch they found themselves. 
English they are familiar with, but 
Italian is gsc ie tongue_and it 
is always employed*among them- 
selves and among intimate friends. 

As yet these truly itinerant clowns, 
who seem to have sprung from some 
ancient.race of wandering minstrels, 
have not visited America. An offer 
to come to New York reached them, 
but they refused to leave without 
their families, and their families— 
well, their families are constantly 
growing and the’ Fratellini have be- 
come so enmeshed in the affections 
of countless Parisian children that 
they fear a wholesale emigration of 
French youngsters were they to de- 
part for the shores of America. Not 
far from the Medrano is their home, 
“‘chez Fratellini,”” a home never 
closed to children. There the latter 
flock to see ‘with their own eyes 
those remarkable comrades. who, 
wield a more magical and delightful 
power than any found in fairy tales 
or legend.

Here, at a mod- 
erate price, may be bought clothes 
either new or slightly worn which 
carry the signature of the most: ex- 
clusive tailors. The profession of 
“misfit clothing’ is peculiar, I be- 
lieve, to London. At their counters, 
in the glorious Edwardian days, 
when aristocracy was in flower, the 
constant freshening of the wardrobe 
was eased by the sale of “slightly 
worn” clothing. 

Tum-Tum, if one may perpetuate 
the title verbal which was King Ed- 
ward's patent of popularity, had a 
mischievous habit of remarking 
clothes that confronted him too often. 
" * * “Haven't we seen that suit 
rather frequently, Mr. Chipper?’’ 
* * * and the next day a parcel was 
passed across the counter. Hereby 
the second rung picked up for a 
song clothes that were created in 
Saville Row. Here, today, the same 
trade goes on. My Lord picks up 
the Saville Row suit for a song, but 
lately discarded by one of the second 
rungers who needed no royal re- 
minder that it was time to make a 
change.

His 
chef d’oeuvre is bacon and eggs. So 
much for furniture and equipment. 
The shelter holds more than sticks. 
It holds the past. But even there 
one must qualify the statement. The 
shelter does not hold the past. The 
past is held in the heart of the

on the pavement watching for the 
safety of the taxicabs that are lined 
up on the rank, and keeping a sharp 

kout for a possible fare. He is 
an old horse-cab driver who long 
ago lived on the bounty of Lady ——. 
In him, and in her ladyship is the 
pitiful epitome of the faded flower 
of the glorious day. When the first 
reverse came her ladyship gave up 
her. coach, and chartered this old 
man and his cab by the day..

There is a tragedy of the acres 
played day by day to the last ex- 
tremity, a tragedy that has often a 
touch of sinister comedy, for the 
newcomers have not yet shaken 
down or established their own _tra- 
ditions.

“"As for interpreting the classics, I 
will tell you at once that often I.can- 
not accept with sincérity traditional 
practices.

“Most people order: the portrait dolls 
for their. own amusement,” Miss.

Their. owners like to laugh at 
them ‘and’ show thém to. their friends. 
It amuses them. Others’ buy them’ to 
give to their friends, as they would 
photographs. In that case they may or- 
der two, or three. Once ja° man came 
from - Buffalo. to -haye a ‘portrait doll 
of- ‘himself ‘made. He said:he was going 
to give it to. his, ‘sweetheart: Often 
mothers have me do’ their children as 
a: sort of souvenir. “They want. the 
dolls to put away so that when their 
children are grown, they can see what 
they looked ‘like when they were little 
girls and boys. 

“Now and then they. are used for ad- 
vertisements. The Valentinos, for in- 
stance, ordered 160 to send: around for 
exhibition at theatres where their: pic- 
tures ‘were to appear. 

“44s yét'no one takes the portrait doll 
very seriously. It is always just a doll 
to those who order them. But ‘you 
would be surprised at the number of 
serious business men who come to ‘have 
them made. They like to keep them and 
show them around. It is hard, though, 
to tell what the future of the portrait 
doll’ willbe. Of: course, -it will not 
replace other portraits.. One thing never 
does take the place of another. But it 
may attain some real importance for all 
that. When I first started making 
them, every one said it was a mere fad 
and would soon die out. But the demand 
dolis are more popular thancever. This 
doesn’t look like a mere fad.” 

Still, Miss Sardeau is not trusting her 
future to portrait dolls,, though they 
provide her living and send her to 
school. Discovering her particular bent 
through her success with the dolls, she 
entered the American School of: Sculp- 
ture, having confined her previous study 
to drawing, and intends to run the entire 
gamut of the art. ~ Already she is 
enlarging her doll Heads to life-size 
and leaving off the bodies. These heads 
of painted stockinnette stretched over a 
plaster cast, or perhaps of polychrome, 
are destined for great popularity, Miss 
Sardeau believes: Many = persons, she 
pointed out, prefer to see ‘their features 
preserved as in life rather than chrys- 
tallized in cold, unfeeling marble.

‘FREIGHT CAR IN 614 HOURS 





RECORD. was set in rebuilding box 

cars in a recent contest held . by 

the Delaware & Hudson Railway 
at Oneonta. The entire superstructure 
of a double-sheathed car of 60,000-pound 
capacity was rebuilt by. eight “nen: ih 
eix and one-half hours, or fifty-two man 
hours. The work inchided thé installing 
of draft géars and couplers, as well as 
the assembling of cars on the track. 

Buch contests, conducted under the 
supervision of C. W. Ditmore, master 
car “builder of the company, are held 
for: their educational: value to the em- 
ployés of the car department: The real 
purpose is not to estabjish records, but 
to enable fhe men to become more effi- 
cient. 

The demonstration ‘was carefully 
planned. and every detail was checked 
over before the teams ,were allowed to 
start. The work to be: done consisted 
in’ virtually, rebuilding the entire car. 
The three teams were made up of one 
foreman and eight car répair men éach, 
and were chosen from among the’ em- 
ployes engaged’ in this class of work:at 
the various stations. A.team-from One- 
onta represented: the Sugquehanna, Divi- 
sion, one ‘from Colonie represented, the 
Saratoga and Champlain Divisions; and 
a team -from Carbondale, Pa., represent- 
ed ithe Pennsylvania Division. The work 
\ "yaa to be performed in a: workmanlike 
manner, and it was the ‘intention: that 
‘the ‘cars ‘should be rebuilt under. condi- 
‘tions similar to. those found: in actual 
 répair work,

undemocratic. " 


With a few exceptions the” method of 
selecting delegates proceeds.along two 
lines. In the first. case a primary is 
held in Congressional Districts and ‘the 
verdict of the. primary decides: -who 
shall be the State's choice. In that 
case the delegation’is definitely pleaged 
by mandate of the voters.and there is 
no unit .rule, because the State’s vote 
will be cast for its choice just so long 
as. there is a chance of his nomination. 
After that the delegates are free to use 
their own judgment. 


The second atid more conitnon, method 
of selecting a candidate is by the process 
of a .State. convention. Under this 
method counties,’elect delegatés to. the 
convention. and the convention picks out 
a nominee. Then the unit rule goes 
into effect and the vote/of that State 
is, sealed for one candidate, regardless 
of individual views. In a few. States 
the .Central Committees pick their own 
candidates. 


At a. moment when the Democratic 
torchbearers are rallying every’ delegate 
they can get the question of issues 
surges to the fore.

Of forty pilots in the service nineteen 
have been trained for night flying since 
they participated in the trials last Au-.

In his message to the committte Si- 
gnor Martini declared tRat Caillaux had 
told him that Englang should be. mis- 
trusted, and that hégr alliance ‘with 
France and Italy couid not last; that 
there must be a Latin league in which 
the Central empires would be included; 
that.the coming offensive of the Allies, 
of which Caillaux was fully informed, 
would prove abortive, and that unless he 
came to the head of affairs France 
would be forced’ into an ignominious 
peace in the coming Spring.

BUILDER OF FASTEST SHIPS IS FORGOTTEN 


N the ballroom of an incoming liner 
not long ago a group of travelers 
met and talked and adopted reso- 
lutions on the need of an American 
merchant marine. - In. the church- 
yard at Newburyport, Mass.; there is a 
simple headstone under the elms. It 
carries no suggestion of ships, just the 
dates and thé name ‘Donald McKay.”’ 

Perhaps McKay would rest. less easily 
if-he thought there was occasion now for. 
such a meeting as that.in the ballroom. 
For Donald McKay was the greatest 
shipbuilder of them all when American 
clipper ships were setting records and 
men along the waterfronts of New 
York..and. Boston and San / Francisco 
backed their favorite like race horses 
on a 15,000-mile course. 

A great figure, McKay, though he died 
poor. He got a heavy blow in the New 
York conflagration of December, 1853. 
His pride and masterpiece, the Great 
Republic, never ‘yet.on her maiden voy- 
age, was burned to fhe water's edge, 
and, though he built swift ships after 
that, the Great Republic had been his 
dream. 

There was a time when one might 
mention McKay's name in any port 
and they would say ‘‘Ayé’’ and listen. 
Now: there is the headstone, known to 
few except his «descendants. . Even in 
Newburyport there are not many who 
remember. Occasionally, s0me'sea-mind- 
ed man makes a pilgrimage to the 
churchyard on the rolling land, above 
the Merrimac River, ut he must search 
to find the grave, though. it is kept 
greén by the sexton, who knows a bit 
of ocean lore. 

Whenever a book of marine annals is 
published perhaps it will contain a sug- 
gestion fora monument to.the man who 
built the swiftest ships that ever sailed. 
The wish is echoed by one of those who 
of late have gone seeking the grave— 
Charles Rk.’ Patterson, the marine 
painter, If America knew what a man 
McKay was, he says, the monument 
be come. 


. The American Clipper in Oil. 


Mr. Patterson has.set himself the task 
of. celebrating the clipper era: with: a 
series of paintings of the most famous 
of. the vessels, with their narrow black 
hulis, marked perhaps-with a gold stripe 
or: a:crimson. He. has. but. lately. com-: 
pleted his picture of the Flying Cloud, 
which in 1851 set. a record. from_New 


equaled. only .twice, and ,one.of those 
times, a. voyage in 1854, wag by herself. 
The Andrew Jackson: did it once.in. four 
hours less. It is just fifty. years since 
the: Flying-Cloud was destroyed.by. fire 
off New Brunswick, . but’ the chances 
are her achievement will stand .un- 
peaten to the end of time. 

They knew how to carry. sail’in those 
days, and they had. masters who knew 
how to drive a ship. It wasn’ 
the lines and the rigging, On that fast. 
voyage of 1851, with, 89 days 21 hours 
“as the time from New York to San 
Francisco, there’ were saggeoey athe hoes 
the crew was near mutiny, so-ha 

= 


the voyage for whieh ;the lox 
a-run of 374 miles—42 miles better 


the best day’s run of-any steamship at 
that time, Some of the crew were put 
in irons and the first officer was. sus- 
pended. because he cut the rigging con- 
trary to orders. 

Captain Josiah Cressy (pronounce it 
Creesy; it. is sometimes spelled that 
way) was not of the sort to stand non- 
sense. He drove her, and drove her 
still more; for four days” on-<end she 
averaged 13% knots, and she did 5,912 
miles at 227 miles a day average; that 


“means keeping up a pace of 9% knots. 


She sprang her mainmast and split her 
staysails. at fore and maintop masts; 
she lost her -fore-topgallant’ mast—and 
still she was driven, and when .she 
came to port at last the uneasy hands 
who had been put in irons swaggered in 
the groggeries and said: ‘You bet, we 
did it, all right!’’ ”

‘When he began they used to say, “‘Bur- 
then or speed, one or the other but you 
can’t have, both.” Then came the Cali- 
fornia gold discovery of 1849 and that ‘in 
Australia soon after and whers de- 
manded. both speed and tonnage, a4 
there was heavy profit in freights. -In 
1846 McKay had built a packet bigger 
than any yet seen, the New World, of 
1,404 tons, and in 1850 he. launched his 
first clipper, the Stag Hound. She was 
the first of a: 1,500-ton class. She -es- 
tablished _McKay’s name and.. made a 
record—that:is yet to be beaten—13 days 
from Boston Light to the Equator.

LIMESTONE BEAUTY OF 
LEWIS AND CLARK CAVE 


FEE Lewis and Clark ‘Cavern of Mon- 
tana’ was discovered in 1895 by -D. 
’ A. Morrison’ of Whitehall and: was 
established ‘asa National Monunient in 
1908 by’ President Roosevelt. It takes its 
narhe from’ thé fact* that. it overlooks, 
for a distance of fifty milés, the trail of 
Lewis and .Clark* along.-the Jefferson 
River. Vandalism and lack of funds to 
put in a proper lighting system.keep the 
cave closed to the public at present. 
The entrance to the cavern is about 
1,300 feet above the river.and about 500 
feet below the rim of Cave Mountain. 
‘The ‘general’ shape of the cave is that of 
a fissure in a steeply inclined bed of 
limestone.

ANY of the aiseuade that afflict 
mankind are due to avoidable 
errors in diet, and thousands of 

persons, educated and uneducated, kill 
sthemselves. before their time by over- 
eating and overdrinking.’’ 

So wrote Dr. Charles W. Eliot, Presi- 
dent. Emeritus of Harvard University, 
in a recent letter to the United Restau- 
rant Owners’ Association of New York. 
Hig opinion is supported by half a hun- 
@red letters from physicians, food ‘spe- 
clalists and dietetic organizations 
throughout the country. Expert opinion 
holds Americans guilty of oveaéating 
and of almost habitual failure to select 
proper foods, 

The restaurant owners had asked for, 
these candid expressions of belief; be- 
eause they are ambitious to do their full 
duty by the public in the’ matter of diet. 

An end to “‘overfeeding and under- 
nourishment’’ and the general adoption 
of a ‘“‘balanced diet’’ are the = chief 
reco: endations contained in the eXr 
pe letters, but the suggested méthods | 
of arriving at these conditions vary so 
widely. that unanimous assent to any set 
formula seems impossible. Thé adop- 
tion of a dietary system that will ap- 
péal even to the majority is also con- 
sidered only ai remote probability by the 
restaurant men who have the opinions 
of the experts before them. 


Restaurant Eating. 


The United Restaurant Owners, with 
no pretense at philanthropy, but with a 
keen and appraising eye.on the commer- 
cial. aspect of the question, are out ‘to 
see that people live longer, so that they 
may continue to eat a few years beyond 
their present span, and to make people 
more.robust, so that they may éat with 
better appetite and with confidence that 
their food is “‘exactly what the doctor 
ordered.’’ “These restaurant men are 
not strong — as business men — for the 
*“thome-cooking” slogan. ‘They want to 
establish the ¢onviction that their menus 
contain all the bettér elements of a 
well-regulated domestic cuisige plus @ 
really scientific food analysis, In short, 
they “intend to put emphasis on. the 
healthful side. of their business, and 
they are willing to follow the advice of 
people who know the difference between 
wholesome and {mproper foods. 

When the data have been. collected 
from the hundred specialists who are 
being congulted by the restaurant assd- 
ciation it is planned to dispense the 


health boeklets in conjunction with the 
sale of meals and to. arrange bills of 
fare so that almost every dietetic theory 
or restriction and every approved food 
combination. will greet the eye” of the 
cautious, as well as of the reckless, in- 
different or hungry eater. 

Great care will ‘be exercised in order 
that the réstaurants may not: take on a 
clinical aspect- from the intrusion of 
the names.-of maladies 6n the menus. 
The need of avoiding offense to really 
healthy, hungry and normal: people by 
even the most delicate allusions to the 
| disadvantages of certain foods may yet 
threaten the success of, the plan. . 
‘Waiters and waitresses, under the 


to. digestion, ready with - suggestions, 
tactful with admonitions, skilled in ele- 
mentary diagnosis. The fat patrons are 
to be made as lean as they désire; the 
pale, ruddy; the dull-eyed, keen; the 
listless, alext. 


A Tremendous Task. 

Upon the shoulders of President Joseph 
Burger and his fellow officers has fallen 
the task of putting into: practice. the 
theories of the association. Mr. Bur- 
ger, although: still undismayed, has bé- 
gun.to realize that his job is a tremen- 
dous one, and that although people have 
been eating for a long, long time, there 
is’ hardly a subject upon which there 
are more conflicting views. With a sigh 
of regret that the art of dining is 
confined to . diminishing ‘cireles, Mr. 
Burger dismisses. the epicurean or es- 
thetic. point of view. with: the ‘statement 
that ‘‘Nowadays anybody can dine, but 
few know how to dine.”

Arrest of the:Two Men. 


Before narrating the events of the last 
two years a brief summary: of the first 
phase of the case is necessary. “Sacco 
and Vanzetti were darrested<on May 5, 
1920, twenty days after the murder of. 
Frederick Parmenter, a paymaster, and 
Alexander Berardelli, a guard, -and the 
theft of a $15,000 payroll. It was at a 
time when Attorney General Palmer’s 
Red raids were being pursued and radi- 
cals were being imprisoned and de- 
ported.) The Massachusetts police were 
on the alert for-the gang that had been 
operating in‘a series of daring payroll 
robberies. Sacco and Vanzetti were ar- 
rested by accident, falling into a net. 
spread for a suspect who disappeared 
and has not yet been found. 

Revolvers were found on both pris- 
oners. Sacco had a .82-calibre ‘Colt, 
fully. loaded, and Vanzetti -carried a 
.38-calibre Harriman &. Richardson, 
Sacco, who earned between $60 and $80 
@ week as an edge trimmer, was also 
watchman in his employer’s factory. 
That was his explanation for the re- 
volver. Vanzetti said he had a weapon 
because he sometimes carried: consider- 
able sums of money collected in his fish 
peddling business. 

For the .prosecution, revolver experts,

. Now, it is a legal principle that all 
evidence in’a criminal case shall be pre- 
sented in*open court and be subject to 
cross-examination. It is further main- 
/tained by the defense that Ripley marked 
\the base of his Own bullets and also the 
Wwhells\ found near the bodies of the dead 
thus injuring the defendant's 


The second supplementary motion for 
& new trial is based on the testimony of 
Louis Pelzer. Prior to the trial, ac- 
cording to the defense’s affidavits, 

’ Pelzer said that he witnéssed the shodt- 
ing of the paymaster and his guard. He 
observed'a wounded man sink into the 
roadway, and™because the ‘bullets were 
flying. toward the window of. Rice. & 
Hutchins, where he \was employed, he 
dropped under a bench and did not move 
until the bandit-car, crossed the railroad 
tracks 500 feet away... At least, this was 
his story to an investigator ‘for the 
defense. 

On the witness. stand; however, Pelzer 
made a positive identification of Sacco 


as. One of the bandits. On cross-exam-| 


ination he said he had lied to the de- 
fense’s. investigators. Four “months 
afterward he signed a long affidavit 
saying that his original statement was 
true, that the testimony he gave at the 
trial was untrue and that he gave it 
because he was coerced by the District: 
Attorney. In his affidavit’ he asserted 
that his. words: ‘‘He [Sacco] is fhe dead 
image’’ of the bandit were put into his 
mouth by the District Atterney. 

* Six months Iater Pelzer’ recanted his 
recantation in a statement to the Djs- 
trict Attorney...

As yet the limits 
tof its usefulness in this way have not 
heen established.~ For instance, a group 
of thirty\four.cases known. to have: mur- 
murs. was éxamined first by the ordi- 
nary atethosedpe. In thrée cases exam-

It is highly probable that inciptent® tu- 
berculosis can be detected earlier by the 
stethophone. “The same thing may be 
said of the faint murmurs of early heart 
disease. ’ 

A useful adjunct-to the stethophone is 
the making of phonographic records: Al- 
though. this process is still under devel- 
opment, a number of records have been 
made of such high qypality that diagnoses 
made exclusively from them :have been 
identical with diagnoses made from 4di- 
rect auscultation \of the patient. The 
output of the amplifier is still further 
amplified and applied to/an electric re- 
corder. From the master. record any 
number of records can be made which 
can be played on any disk. phonograph 
with a lateral cut reproducer.

The amateur. scientist ‘who writes. for 
the papers.or discourses to the .multi- 
tudes recognizes one form of fermenta- 
tion and but one only, namely, the 
alcoholic. . Such varieties as the lactic, 
the butyric or even the acetic are not 
within his ken. He is pretty apt to he 
sure that unless this fermentation {s 
carefully controlled, as used to be done 
fn the breweries but obviously cannot 
Be done by the kitchen brewer; wood 
alcohol or some similar noxious product 
is: Hable to. be generated.

If 
they are any more so it can be as well 
ascribed to a greater average alcohol 
content. 

Grain‘ Alcohol Largely Used. { 

Today the larger part of the com- 
mercial bootleg product is grain alcohol. 
While most of this alcohol thus distri- 
buted ‘is either smuggled or represents 
iliégal. ‘withdrawals . from warehouses, 
yet there is foundation for a belief that 
a considerable volume of both the com- 
pletely and the specially denatured al- 
cohol is being diverted from its legiti- 
mate purposé to beverage use through 
redistillation. Of these two. sourcts by 
far the more serious, so far as possible 
injurious consequences are. concerned, is 
the completely denatured, inasmuch as 
itis not possible to remove any sub- 
stantial amount of the denaturing in- 
gredient by methods open to the or- 
dinary operator.

MONK’S REBUILD OLD ABBEY) 





OR sixteen. years a group of Ben- 
edictine monks who,‘know nothing 
of union rules or the building 

trade have been toiling to recreate, from 
old wood-cuts, the ancient Abbey of 
Buckfast, close to Buckfastleigh and 
‘Ashburton and on the edge of Dartmoor, 
in’ Devonshire, one of the moést ‘historic 
districts of England: The group has at 
no time numbered more than six men, 
the average being four;.in the begin- 
ning, Jan. 5, 1907, one young brother 


wielded the trowel. 

Devon: people ‘thought the venture 
was doomed to. failure. - But - the 
priests, none of whom ever handled. a 
chisel or. a stone hammer before coming 
to Buckfast, have\spent these sixteen 
years praying vigorously and working 
non-union hours, and they have reared 
a stone edifice that will be, when com- 
pleted, a duplicate of the Abbey that 


ago—the Abbey that King Canute en- 
dowed ‘and Edward I. visited. An old 
archway under which the latter passed 
in’ 1297 still ‘stands on the site. 

The unfinished church was-opened to 
visitors in August, 1922. Mass is now 
said in one or more of the three finished 
nd the chimes of Buck- 
fast ring from the reconstructed Abbot's 
tower. The monks are happy. 

Another sixteen years may be needed 
to. bring the building to completion, and 
it will cost (as it already “has cost) 
thousands of pounds sterling. But the 
Benedictines are strange, old-fashioned 
fellows. They believe: in. Providence! 
‘*The Lord will provide’ is one of their 
maxims. They said the Lord has sent 
them ‘the money. necessary for their en- 
deavor up to the present time, and they 
know He will continue to do so. Oremus 
(tet. us pray). 

All Work and Pray. { 


Oremus — and work. The whole mon- 
asterial force is mobilized. Monks who 
are not employed on the church labor at 
other things to meet the building costs. 
They cultivate bees and sell honey; they 
publish books on. many subjects and 
bring out @ quarterly review in eix lan- 
guages; they ere tourist guides. The 
Abbey is an objective point for visitors 
to Devonuhire, and on almost every day 
of the year, particularly in Summer, pri- 
vate motors and sight-seeing buses are 
lined up at the Abbey’s gates, The daily 
tourist doles form no insignificant part 
of Buckfast’s income. 

Buckfast has had:a long history: The 
exact date of its ffounding is. obscure, 
but Benedictine Fathers believe it ‘goes: 
back to “760 A. Baring-Gould, .an 
authority on the antiquity of things 
British,” gives it a. greater age and de- 
clares it was a centre of British’monas- 
tidism in the days of St.. Petrock, in 
the sixth century. . Its. importance in 
Saxon days is certain. There is a record 
of the donation of Zeal Mohachorum ‘to

From the, woolen industry alone, 
which the monks established before the 
Norman. Conqyest and which contiaues, 
to this day to be the prevailing busl- 
ness of Ashburton and Buckfastleigh; 
they obtained great wealth. , 

Their royal charters were numerous, 
perhaps the most interesting one being 
of Henry I. confirming. the tem- 
Fights of the monks. This charter 
was witnessed by Archbishop Theobald 
and St. Thomas a Becket, then Chan- 
cellor.. From’ 760. to 1300 Buckfast Ab- 
bey had an eventful history. Then its 
chronicles become both meagre and dull. 
It- was dissolved in 1538. 


From 1538 to 1882 its story is unique 
in that it is’ the only monasterial and 
Church property in England that was 
not utilized by Protestant churchmen 
after, the Reformation, Instead, the 
buildings were razed and, the site 
plowed that no trace of Popery might 
remain. The property then passed to a 
private householder. 


In 1882 the old mansion that (had 


stood there over a century. was. put) up|' 


for sale and bought by some. French 
Benedictines who had eettled. in Eng- 


land. They said mass in the house: on 
Oct, 29,. 1882; and Buckfast lived again 


after more than 300 years. 

The monks built themselves a. tem- 
porary wooden, chapel and. dormitory 
on the grounds and set about tearing 
down the old mansion: They wanted to 
excavate the site ‘beneath it and trace 
the foundations or the old abbey, pre- 
paratory to building. Henry the VIII.’s 
men had demolished the-abbey and 
plowed the ground, so that no sign 
of popish Buckfast might. survive. But 
lo! within the mansion were the re- 
main’s of the Abbot’s tower, so well 
preserved that work on it could. be 
begun at once; and a few feet below 
the surface of the ground, priestly 
diggers came upon the outlines of the 
original foundations of the abbey—se 
clearly defined that the new building 
could be erected.upon them and assume 
the exact extent and dimensions of the 
oli 

Then they called im an architect. 
None of them: dared undertake that 
‘work! But they would build with their 
own. hands, and ‘save union wages, 
which in’ England are not as low as 
they’ were’ when the first abbey was 
axuilt.
